FIRST CONCERN OF ITS KIND. 


Materia] and Tools Will Be Furnished

FURNISH A MARKET FOR WARES. 


A great free workshop, the first of its kind 
in the country, where artisans may com- 
plete their work and offer it at their own 
price, is to be established in Chicago by the 
Industrial Art league. | 

The announcement of the purpose was 
made last night at the banquet of the league, 
and $100,000 was named as the amount which 


shop can be started. 

The workshop and salesroom will be known 
as the Chicago Guild of Industrial Arts. It 
is designed to give to the artist who loves his 
work the chance of manufacturing his own 
wares without financial outlay and selling 
them with no other expense than the cost of 
the material and the rent of the tools. 

The plan is to place a building on a large 
plot of ground near Green and Van Buren 
streets, which will be given the Industrial 
Art league by Mrs. Margaret W. Springer if 
$100,000 necessary to maintain the enterprise 
is raised. 


{ Plans of the Guild 
Professor Oscar L. Triggs of the University 
of Chicago, as secretary of the Industrial 
Art league, reported the progress of the 
plans tg give to the artisans of Chicago a 
free market for their work. The intention as 
announced by E. P. Rosenthal, organizer of 
the Industrial .Art league, is to put $50,000 
into a building and use the remaining $50,000 
to stock the workshop with tools and main- 
tain the enterprise for the first year. _ 

The officers of the Industrial Art league 
who will conduct the affairs of the organiza- 
‘tion preliminary to the beginning of the work 
in the Guild of Industrial Arts are: Frank O. 
‘Lowdeh, President; Dr. Emil G. Hirsch, 
Vice President; Oscar L. Triggs, secretary; 
N. A. Partridge, treasurer; and Herbert 
Stone, chairman of the Executive board. 

Among the Board of Trustees elected last 
week are Dr. W. R. Harper, Honoré Palmer, 
Frank L. Wright, Mrs. Margaret W 
Springer, Francis Parker, and Addison 
Blakely. 

It was announced that Professor Triggs 
probably would be made the director of the 
guild. Professor Triggs, it is expected, will 
secure a vacation of two or three years from 
his work in the University of Chicago, so that 
he may devote his time to the guild. 


Some Money Already Subscribed. 

“We will have no difficulty in raising the 
amount of money we wish to start this new 
workshop and salesroom,”’ said Mr. Rosen- 
thal. “‘ Professor Triggs already has secured 
gifts of about $15,000 with which to head the 
list. Frand O. Lowden and Dr. W. R. Harper 
are among the subscribers to the fund. We 
expect we can have all our money raised and 
our plans made for the new work early next 
spring. | 

“The land on the West Side on which we 
may place our building will be given us as 
soon as the money isin hand. Mrs. Marga- 


give tha site. Should we wish to establish 
our workshop on the North Side we may 
have land near the new Francis W. Parker 
School 

“The purpose of the Chicago Guild of In- 
dustrial Arts will be to give the artisan a 
chance to do the work he loves without de- 
pendence on an employer or a financial out- 
lay. The workshop will im reality be a great 
gachool where even the children may work at 
the industrial arts and have the finished 
product suld for them. 


Room for Many Workers. 
*“‘ The guild will accommodate several hun- 
dred workers. A man, for instance, may go 
there to make a chair. If he is skiliful 
onough he will be allowed a place in the shops 
where he can make his article with the tools 
which are provided for him. Then the chair 
will be offered for sale and the workman 
will every benefit of the transaction. 
He will not be giving up a part of the profit 
of his labor, because the sale will be direct 
and he will pay only for the use of the tools 
and the material he has used. 
“After the first year the institution will 
try to be self-supporting. We can almost 
build the industrial arts building ourselves 
with the architects and contractors we have 
in the Industrial Arts league. 
“The guild has the support of President 
Harper and other men in the University of 
Chicago, but it will not be a part of that 
school. It will be an education in itself, where 
the youths of the city will learn things by do- 
ing them. It is the sort of education that is 
much needed. 
‘t To oversee the work of the shops we hope 
to have fifteen master workmen, who will 
give instruction where it is needed. A great 
number of apprentices at different trades can 
be taught in this manner, and the apprentices 
will have great chance for advancement, if 
their work is meritorious.” 
Money for Printing Plant. 
Announcement was made at the banquet 
of the gift of $2,000 toward a printing plant 
to be managed by the Industrial Arts league. 
The gift is by Mrs. Margaret W. Springer. 
It was stated that $10,000 would be needed 
before the printing plant could be estab- 
Mshed. If the amount is raised the pliant 
will be conducted on much the same plan 
as the workshop. 
After the banquet was over the members 
of the league talked enthusiastically of the 
project. It was predicted that the Guild 
would do more to spread Chicago's fame as 
a city of progress than any erterprise that 
has been established in recent years. 
All seemed to believe that it would be an

SHIP'S CREW 18 IN PERIL 


BIG VESSEL POUNDING ON. THE 
NEW JERSEY SHORE. 


Fatile All Attempts of the Life-Sav- 
ers to Shoot a Line to the Sailors— 


‘from of Same Name—Tug 
| Wrecked, bat All Aboard Escape— 
Immenge Pier Broken by Storm. 


Long Branch, N. J., Nov. 24, 2 a. m.—[Spe- 
clal.J—A large full-rigged ship, evidently of 
about 2,000 tons and heavily loaded, went 


Long Branch and Monmouth Beach, after 
riding at anchor in a Sweeping northeaster 
and a heavy sea in an effort to stay out the 
storm. ° 

Captain Lockwood and his men of Life 
Saving Station No. 4 made efforts to shoot 
a line to the distressed vessel, but had not 
succeeded in doing it up to midnight. 

The ship at that hour was evidently in 
about twenty or twenty-five feet of water. 
The waves were pounding it heavily. 


The ship is believed to be the Calcu 


Tug Ashore, but Its Men Saved. 
The tug Robert Hatton also is ashore. The 
Hatton was towing the ship when the hawser 
parted. A high sea was running and the 
wind was blowing forty knots an hour from 
the east: Both Vessels were driven ashore, 
the tug closé to.the tren pier and the ship 
about a mile anda Half north of it, at Mon- 
mouth Beach.

Big Iron Pier Breaking Up. 

The sea is running higher and the wind has 
increased to between forty-five and fifty 
knots an hour. So great is the force of the 
waves that the big iron pier is breaking 
up.

At that hour the life-savers said there 
was little hope of saving either the ship or 
the crew in. the breakers off Galilee. The 
wind is blowing with increased force, and the 
vessel is pounding harder than ever, and it 
may go to pieces before. daybreak. 


BLAMES A BAD DREAM FOR — 
ATTEMPT TO KILL HIMSELF. 


‘Dangling at End of a Ropeand Raises 
Alarm Just in Time. 


A bad dream, according to Frank Monc- 
cinski, inspired him to attempt suicide yes- 
terday in his reisdence at 32 Winona street. 
The attempt would have been successful had 
not his wife seen him dangling at the end 
of a rope and raised an alarm. The man 
was cut down after Iife appeared to be ex- 
tinct. He, was revived at Alexian Brothers’ 
Hospital and now is a prisoner at the Shef- 
field Avenue Station, where he is charged 
with disorderly conduct. 

Monccinski declares that when he went to 
sleep he had no thought of ending his life. 
From the time he closed his eyes till the 
moment when he opened them in the hos- 
pital he says he has no recollection of what 
happened. 

The only explanation that he can give is 
that the nightmare caused him to attempt 


his life. 


DENVER JUDGE KILLS HIMSELF 
WITH A STICK OF DYNAMITE. 


M. A. Rogers, Well Known Colorado 
Jurist, Commits Suicide at Steam- 
boat Springs, Blowing Body to Pieces. 


Steamboat Springs, Colo., Nov. 20, via Wol- 
cott, Colo,, Nov. 23.—[{Special.]—Judge M. A. 
Rogers of Denver killed himself this after- 
noon by applying the end of a lighted cigar 
to a fuse connected with a stick of dynamite. 
Replacing the cigar in his mouth he lay 
down upon the explosive and waited for the 
end in a group of willows on the bank of 
Bear River and. within the town limits. 

Attracted by the noise of the explosion the 
crowd found the mangled body of Judge 
Rogers lying over a hole torn in the ground 
by the powder The cigar was still hanging 
between the dead man’s teeth. No cause is 
assigned for the suicide. 

Judge Rogers had been here all summer 
with his wife and son-in-law, Earl Hewitt. 
He was Judge in the Superior Court at Den- 
ver and was recognized as among the best 


lawyers of that city.

JAIL BATE WAR 
MAY END PROFITS 


Sloan Wants County Prison- 
at the Bridewell; 
Willing to Reduce 
Charges. 


LOSS TO MAGERSTADT. 


Sheriff’s $25,000 Annual Income 
from Meals Served Would . 


The jail and the bridewell threatened to 
become involved in a rate war. Asa result 
one of the most cherished, because most re- 
munerative, perquisites of Sheriff Mager- 
stadt is threatened with injury. Superin- 
tendent John Sloan of the bridewell proposes 
to reduce the price at which his inatitution 
will receive county prisoners in the hope the 
County Commissioners will accept his terms 
and reduce the number of the Sheriff's wards.. 
The Sheriff's eagimated net profits from 
the contract for feeding the county prison- 
ers is $25,000 annuajly. Superintendent Sloan 
proposes to secure some of these profits. 

According to the bridewell proposition 
county prisoners would be received at the 
House of Correction, fed, clothed, guarded, 
and maintained for 25 centsaday each. The 
Sheriff receives this sum simply for feeding 
them, while the city intends to support them 
entirely. The bridewell rate at present is 30 
cents a day. : 


Sheriff’s Profits Are Large. 


The city, of course, could take only the 
prisoners serving jail sentences, so that the 
Sheriff would still have enough patrons to 
make his office worth the while. The propo- 
sition of the bridewell authorities to do four 
times as much for the same amount as the 
Sheriff does, has called attention to the 
system which enables a county official to 
make such profits from a county contract. 
It is estimated that the cost of feeding the 
inmates of the County Jail is about 10 cents 
a day each. At the bridewell, where they are 
said to receive somewhat better fare, the 
cost is from 10 to 18 or 14 cents a day. It 
is explained, as a circumstance which swells 
the Sheriff’s profits, that many of the jail 
prisoners have their meals sent in to them. 

It is remarked that if the county had been 
operating the County Jail restaurant without 
the agency of the Sheriff, and had been able 
to save $25,000 last year on the kitchen ex- 
pense there, it might not have been necessary 
for county employés to go without their 

ages at different times. 

Sloan affirms that it will be 
better for the prisoners and the community 
generally to have the men serving their sen- 
tences in the bridewell rather than in the 
County Jail. He proposes to see now that 
it costs no more. | 


Says Bridewell Is the Better. 

“Tf a man is sent here,” he said, “ he can 
learn the rudiments at least of some useful 
trade. He is almost self-supporting, and is 
more apt to be a decent member of society 
after he gets out. If we feed, clothe, guard, 
and maintain them it will cost more—possi- 
bly 36 cents a day—but we can get work 
out of the men and this makes up in part.” 


What They Get to Bat. ye 

The menu. of the prison dining-room, 
operated at 25 cents a day, is not elaborate, 
but the authorities maintain that the men 
get all they want toeat. At the bridewell the 
men get coffee and bread for breakfast. For 
dinner a meat stew, containing ten ounces 
of cooked meat for each prisoner, is served, 
with bread. At supper there is bread and 
coffee and some kind of sauce or a substi- 
tute. At the jail bread and coffee are served 
for breakfast and supper and a meat ration 
for dinner. Jailer Whitman said that it was 
not customary to serve three meals a day in 
a jail, because the men did not get the ex- 
ercise which required it. |

man. ‘‘ He will get long term prisoners and 
he can put them at work and make money 
out of them for the city. Out at the bride- 
well now the difficulty is that so many of 
the inmates are sent there on short sent- 
ences.”’ 


Want Federal Prisoners Also. | 

‘The bridewell authorities would like also to 
secure federal prisoners. At present the 
latter are sent to the Milwaukee House of 
Correction in large numbers. Superintend- 
ent Sloan says this institution is described to 
him as a “ ramshackle affair, surrounded by 
a board fence,’’ and in every way inferior to 


the Chicago institution. 
It is said that personal considerations are 


responsible to some extent for the disposition 
of prisoners in this way.

SMOVEL ADVERTISING SCHEME. 


Wholesale Grocers Approached to Take 


Page at $100, Being Assured Only 
Firms Will Be Accepted Whose 
Goods Can Stand the Test ”—Mer- 
chants Denounce’ Action as an Un- 
fair Use of State Power to Further 


a Private Enterprise. 


aroused over the methods of the National 
Association .of. State Dairy and Food de- 
partments in soliciting advertisements for 
insertion in the official proceedings of the 
recent food convention at Buffalo. The asso- 
fs ‘cot the Pure Food Com- 
missioners of the various States, A. H. Jones 
of Illinois being President. His assistant, 
R.-M. Patterson, is also a leading member 
of the association. 

The big grocers of this city regard it as 
highly improper for an organization made up 
of State officials to: solicit from the mer- 
chants with whom they are likely-to come 
in contact in the enforcement of the pure 
food laws. It is charged that persuasive 
tactics are used to induce merchants'to con- 
tribute to, the prosperity of the, publication 
by “ taking a page for $100."" The plan is for 
twenty-four pages of advertising at this 
price, which would‘yield $2,400. 


Special ”? Favors Offered. 

Brospective ‘advertisers are told that only 
firme which. handle goods of a quality capa- 
ble of standing the tests required by the 
various State laws ’’ would be asked to insert 
their advertisements. One firm was in- 
formed that its neighbor and competitor 
would not be asked to take space in the pub- 
Ucation. The firm thus approached promptly 
turned down the proposition. 

One merchant who had been asked to pat- 
ronize the book and refused calls the ‘‘ whole 
scheme an outrage and an instance of State 
Officials using” their power to aid a private 
enterprise.’’ The same officials are charged 
with lending their official power to 
“ official advertising scheme.’’ 


Sample Sheets Presented. _ 

Only a few days ago A. H. Pokorny ap- 
peared in the wholesale district in the inter- 
est of the proposed publication. He is the 
representative of the publishing company 
which has the contract for printing the book. 
He began his canvass in the district.

TRUCE IN CROWLEY GASE 


DEPOSED PRIEST TO HEAR MASS 
IN ANOTHER DIOCESE. 


He Agrees Not to Visit the Holy Name 
Cathedral Till Injunction Suit Is Dis- 
posed Of, Judge Tuley Continuing 

«>the Hearing Till One Week from 
Wednesday—Defendant Denies Any 
Offense Against Laws of the Land 
or the Catholic Church. 


The suit of Father Fitzsimmons for an in- 
junction to restrain the Rev. Jeremiah J. 
Crowley from attending mass at the Holy 
Name Cathedral was continued yesterday 
till a week from next Wednesday. Father 
Crowley agreed in the meantime not to at- 
tend mass at any church in the diocese, of 
Chicago. 

For over two hours both sides of the case 
were presented to Judge Tuley, but owing 
to the fact that Attorney Ritchie had made 
only a hurried preparation a compromise 
was reached whereby the Rev. Father Crow- 
ley waived his asserted rights and consented 
to a stipulation. Father Crowley stated that 
he would attend mass in somie church out- 
side the diocese until the legal proceedings 
are completed. 


_ Answer of Father Crowley. 

Father Crowley made answer to the alle- 
gations in the petition for the injunction, 
alleging that his presence in the Holy Name 
Cathedral at the time the alleged disturb- 
ances took place would have been unnoticed 
**had it not been for the extraordinary pro- 
ceeding of the Rev. F. J. Barry in stopping 
services and denouncing the deféndant in a 
sensational and dramatic manner.” Father 
Crowley then sets forth that he is deaf to 
a certain’ extent and that it was for this 
reason that he occupied a pew near the front 
of the church on the dates referred to in the 
petition. 

Defendant also avers in his answer that he 
has never been guilty of any offense against 
the laws ofethe land or the church while he 
has been a priest, nor has he ever been 
charged with any. Referring to his excom- 
munication, the Rev. Crowley says in his 
answer that the document issued by Cardinal 
Martinelli was not a decree of excommuni- 
cation but ‘“‘an admonition of warning, not 
intended to ripen into a definitive decree of 
excommunication except on certain condi- 
tions, which conditions were never realized.” 


Defense Asks a Continuance. 
There was only a fair sized audience on 
hand when court convened, but the room 
filled rapidly.

Ex-Congressman Says He Has

RECORD OPEN TO. PUBLIC. 


Former Congressman William Lorimer be- | 
gan suit yesterday in the Circuit Court for 
$100,000 damages against the Chicago Rec- 
ord-Herald and Herman H. Kohisaat, its 
publisher. 

The action was the result of an editorial 
in the Record-Herald on Friday, Nov. 22, 
in which Mr. Lorimer was referred to in a 
derogatory manner, his method of acquiring 
wealth being brought into question.

The only paper filed in the suit was con- 
tained in @ preecipe which reached the clerk 
at 1 o'clock yesterday. By it the clerk was 
instructed to issue a summons “ to said de- 
fendants in a plea of trespass on the case 
wwe of the plaintiff in the sum of 


Lorimer Talks of Case, 

“For the last @ight years or more,” said 
Mr. Lorimer last night, “ Ketisant has pur- 
sued me by innuendo and tried to create the 
impression that I am a bilackleg and thug, 
that I am disreputable, and unfit to asso- 
clate with decent people. He never made a 
straightout charge until the editorial on 
Friday, so I had no opportunity to respond 
where I might have any hope of succeeding. 
For years I have had my attorneys examine 
all the matter in Mr. Kohisaat’s paper re- 
ferring to me, but they were unable to ob- 
tain what they deemed sufficient cause for a 
suit against him. . 

“I am President of the Lorimer-Gallagher 
Construction company and the Murphy-Lori- 
mer Brick company, and as such have felt 
the effects of his innuendos in my business 
life, but I have had to struggie along and 
suffer under it. In addition to that I have 
eight little fellows here at home who have 
had to take some hard knocks at school be- 
cause of his attacks upon me. 


Record Open to Public. 


“I know myself and I am ready to have 
my public and private life bared to the pub- 
lic gaze because there is nothing in it the 
people cannot see. I knéw he cannot prove 
the case. He never can prove that I am a 
boodier or that I have done aught which 
would justify him in calling me one. 

“It is for this that I have brought suit 
against the Record-Herald and Kohisaat. 
His editorial on Friday was flat-footed. I in- 
tend to make him prove it.”’ 

The editorial on which the suit is based 
was the leader in- the Record-Herald on 
Friday morning. | 

‘‘ Mr. Lorimer denies the statements in that 
editorial,” said Attorney Wing, “ and seeks 
reparation for the damage it has done to 
him and to his character. The _ editorial 
speaks for itself and requires no comment 
on my part. I do not care to discuss the 
merits of the case."’

EXPRESS LINES 10 MERGE 


ADAMS COMPANY MAY QUIT THE 
BURLINGTON. 


Announced at St. Paul That the Con- 
solidation of the Great Northern, 
Burlington, and Nerthern Pacific 
Means Also the Union of the Express 
Companies of the Three Companies 
—Colorado Officials Ready to Prevent 
Proposed Gould Deal in That State. 7 


St. Paul, Minn., Nov. 28.—[Speciai.J—It is 
announced here that the merger of the Great 
Northern, Northern Pacific, and Burlington 
railroads also contemplates sweeping 
changes in express companies. The Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific each op- 
erate their own express lines, but the Adams 
occupies the Burlington. 

Tt is said that the additional stock of the 
Northern Securities company, above the 
amount needed to acquire the three rail- 
roads mentioned, is for the purpose of taking

Denver, Colo., Nov. 23.—[Special.]—Decid- 
ed action was taken today by Governor 
James B. Orman and Attorney General C. C. 
Post to block any attempt on the part of 
George GOuld to consolidate his competing 
railroad lines in Colorado. Both officials 
heard this morning that a combination of 
the Gould systems in this State is about to 
be effected, now that the fact that Gould 
is with the Midland has become public prop- 
erty.

| No New Legislation Required 
According to the Solici- 
tor General, 


John M. Richards Gives Union 
League of Philadelphia His 
Views on Assassins. 


WANTS NATIONS TO SPEAK. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 23.--[Special.j— 
from every civilized country in the world, 
according to Solicitor General John M. Rich- 
ards in an address at the Union League cele- 
bration of “‘ Founders’ Day "’ this evening. 

Mr. Richards said no new law would be 
needed to place In the hands of the President 
power to deport all unnaturalized Anarchists 
and forbid entry toall of theirclass. He took 
as his topic, “‘ A Present Peril,’’ and said the 
President of the United States ought to be 
protected by the law of the United States. 
“Not only his safety, but the dignity of the 
republic demands this,"’ said Mr. Richards. 
He continued: 

“A murderous assault upon the President, 
aimed as it is at the life of the government, 
imperils the security of the whole country, 
and whether successful or unsuccessful 
ehould be punishable by death, 


Nation Must Guard Its Life.

“The right of self-preservation is as vital 


to the State as to the individual. The con- 
stitution forbids Congress to ‘make any law 
ebridging ‘the freedom of speech, or of the 
press, or of the right of the people peaceably 


a redress of grievances,’ but all these rights 
are to be reasonably construed and lawfully 
exercised. The freedom of speech for which 
our fathers fought was not the right to ad- 
vocate the destruction by force and violence 
of the government they founded, 

“It is unnecessary to amend the constitu- 
tion in order to obtain the power to suppress 
anarchism. It is true that assemblage of 
Anarchists and the preaching of their doc- 
trines cannot be punished as treason, for to 
constitute treason there must be an act®al 
levying of war. But acts directed at the 
life of the government are punishable at the 
discretion of Congress, although they do not 
amount to treason under the constitution, 

‘If Congress intrusts to the President the 
power to exclude alien Anarchists and to de- 
port all unnaturalized ones, I fancy it will 
not be difficult to put in operation an effective 
plan for ridding the country of these bloody- 
minded people. 

** Surely the time for action has come, No 
more atrocious crime can be committed 
than the one for which we know anarchy is 
directly responsible. By the concurrent ac- 
tion of civilized nations Anarchists ought to 
be placed under the ban of universal law. 
The red flag of anarchy should be driven from 
the land as the black flag of piracy has b 
driven from the sea.’’

ILLINOIS TO STOP FISHERMEN. 


Chicago Game Warden Ordered to Ar- 
rest All Violators of Laws on 


Lake Michigan. 


Urbana, Ll, Nov. 28—[Spectal.]—Nat H. 
Cohen, President of the Illinois Fish commis- 
sion, today telegraphed G. R. Ratto, game 
warden at Chicago, to arrest all violators of 
the fishing laws on Lake Michigan. Mr. 
Cohen intends to enforce the law to the 
fullest extent. 

Regarding the fleet now fishing out of 
season he said: ‘I have gone slowly in this 
matter because I was not sure of my legal 
rights in the case. I have found that the law 
clearly covers the recent violations, and I 
shall make every effort to break up the prac- 
tice. The act regulating the fishing on Lake 
Michigan was passed on April 21, 1899. It 
makes it unlawful for any person to catch 
or kill by any means whatsoever any white 
fish or lake trout between Oct. 14 and Nov. 
$0. Itis also unlawful to use any gill, pound, 
or fike net within a quarter of a mile * the 
main shore. 

‘IT understand these laws have been broken 
and the violators must suffer the penalty.”

KNOPF RECEIVES TAX FIGURES. 


Certificates of Assessment for Over 
| Thirty-three Millions Received 


County Clerk Knopf received a bundle of 
trouble yesterday from the State Auditor. 
It came in the form of certificates of assess- 
ments amounting to $33,733,457, made by the 
State Board of Equalization on the capital 
stock of corporations against which the 
Chicago Teachers’ federation made its fight. 
Mr. Knopf is trying to decide whether the 
tax should be spread on the 1900 basis or that 
of the present year, which is lower. 

The corporations are sald to be preparing 
to ask an injunction restraining the County 
Clerk from spreading the assessment and 
the County Treasurer from collecting It. 

“It is easy to say extend this tax,” said 
County Clerk Knopf, “‘ but how am I going 
to doit? The law which resulted in the rate 
of 1900 has been repealed by the Legislature. 
Then again, if the levy is spread the Library 
board, the schools, and other corporate bod- 
ies will receive more than they: asked for. 
Under last year’s rate the county would re- 
ceive $700,000 more than if the tax {s spread 
under the present law.’’ 

.The attestations from the State Auditor 
‘were made in two instruments of certifica- 
tion, one listing the traction companies at 
$15,505,177, the other giving the remainder of 
the concerns involved im the Teachers’ fed- 
eration mandamus suit at $17,228, 280. 

The bill of the corporations requesting an

Olsen of Lake View, who, 
with Constable C. A. Peterson. was com- 
plained of by Attorney Isaac Abrahams, 
visited Judge Kavanagh during the morning 
and explained the manner in which he came 
to issue a judgment against Mrs. Abrahams, 
who has been dead several years. He said 
it was the fault of Constable George Hanley, 
who had returned a summons for the woman 
as found and served, and-the court had no 
choice but to include her in the judgment 
against her husband. The justice sought 
also to exonerate Constable Peterson. 

An investigation already under way in the 
State’s Attorney office is directed against 
Justice Lee, whose court is at Thirty-ninth 
street and Cottage Grove avenue. It is 
charged that after a raid had been made upon 
a gambling-house at 736 Forty-seventh street 
last September three or more of the inmates 
were represented by dummies in Justice Lee’s 
court when their fines were imposed, and 
that the hearing took place at Justice Lee's 
residence the night before the date fixed.

Publication of First Chapter of New His- 
tory of the War Revives Feeling 
Against England.

The Journal I’'Eclair, the Matin, the Echo 
de Paris, the Journal des Debats, Liberté, 
and many other newspapers devote leading 
editorials to a review of Rosny’s book, which 
is utilized as a p¥etext for fresh bursts of 
pro-Boer enthusiasm which now strongly 
manifests itself in literary circles, especial- 
ly so at the annual session of the French 
Academy yesterday, when Count Albert de 
Mun delivered an address, according the 
prizes awarded under the auspices of the 
Academy to the most meritorious authors of 
the year. 


Deschamps for the Boer. ~ 


Deschamps, writing of the poems of Fernand 
Gregh, compares the spontaneous feeling 
aroused throughout France in 1825 by Turk- 
ish oppression of the Greeks with the emo- 
tion caused by reading daily telegrams from 
the seat of war in the Transvaal. 
Deschamps cites the writings and speeches 
of prominent Frenchmen during the war 
for Greek independence,’ among whom were 
Chateaubriand, Maltebrun, Benjamin Con- 
stant, Sebastiani, Mile. Georges, the actress; 
Delacroix, the painter; and Leclerc, the pro- 
fessor of Sorbonne; and Victor Hugo, the 
then rising poet.. 

Deschamps declares that the glory of 
poetry is to give voice to the minority when 
the minority is in the right, and calls upon 
Fernand Gregh to commemorate Villebois 
Mareuil as Victor Hugo did Colonel Fabvier.

NO OTHER PROBLEM DISCUSSED 
BY POLITICAL PARTIES. 


Both Bodies Perplexed by the Continua- 
tion of the Boer Resistance—Liberals 
Demand Peace and the Ousting of | 
Chamberlain—Cost of Big Army in 
Field Becoming a Serious Burden to 
Taxpayers—Important Work Awaits 


‘Parliament at Coming Session,

LONDON, Nov. 23.—There are ho leads 
to open water beyond the ice pack in which 
both political ships are drifting. All offi- 
cers of the Liberal craft are agreed in de- 
nouncing the incompetence of the ministry 
&t the various stages of the war and the 
futility of the concentration camps, the de- 
vastation of the country, and the proclama- 
tions for bringing hostilities to an end. 

Campbell-Bannerman, Harcourt, Morley, 
and Spencer go further and advocate specific 
terms for peace and the dismissal of Cham- 
berlain. But Asquith, Fowler, and Grey do 
not acquiesce. 

So the National Liberal federation thay 
passa resolution in favor of the removal of 
Chamberlain as the first step toward peace, 
but the country is. not prepared to desert 
the Colonial Minister, especially when under 
foreign fire. 

Otherwise, the Liberals are without a def- 
inite policy and are at the mercy of the drift- 
ing pack. 

The Ministers themselves are making lit- 
tle progress under the grinding pressure of 
the endless warfare. They are united in 
favor of a proclamation like Lord Canning's 
amnesty plan during the Indian mutiny, but 
are without resource for accelerating tne 
slow processes of the war or reducing the 
cost of the campaign, which is staggering 
the British taxpayers, if not humanity. 


Only Hope to Oust Chamberlain. 

The only practical method of getting Cham- 
berlain out of the Colonial office is the one 
employed when Landsdowne was conducted 
with pomp from the War office to the For- 
eign office. No associate aspires to succeed 
him in the Colonial office, and a vacancy is 
not yet in sight in the Treasury. 

If Hicks-Beach succeeds in producing finan- 
cial proposals which his colleagues can ac- 
cept there will be no Cabinet changes, and 
the slow drift will continue with the weekly 
soundings reported by General Kitchener. 

The drafts of the new rules of procedure 
in the House of Commons are published as 
feelers and are without official sanction. 
Reforms on the question of abuse and private 
business are inevitable, and changes in the 
system of the divisions and expansion com- 
mittees are probable. The short session may 
be shifted from Wednesday to Friday, and it 
is possible that there may be fixed a dinner 
hour. 


Financing of War Worries. 

These matters of detail are trivial in com- 
parison with the ways and means of financ- 
ing the war. The“sugar duties will be 
doubled, and countervailing duties against 
bounties added, unless the Ministers are 
alarmed by the anti-English agitation in 
Germany, which is seriously embarrassing 
the government at Berlin. . 

Otherwise al] surmises are guesses in the 
dark. The borrowing powers are still ample, 
although the Boer war has sent down consols 
from 112 to 92, but a large proportion of the 
military expenses falls upon the limited class 
of income taxpayers, which cannot endure 
increased burdens. 

Londoners are hoping that the Metropoli- 
tan legislation will not be neglected. The 
prospect of the passage of a water purchase 
bill is not bright, but a long series of electric 
transit measures awaits the sanction of Par- 
HMament. The twopenny tube can be ex- 
tended into a new inner circle if the Central 
London acquires additional powers, and 
Yerkes has a dosen fresh irons in the fire if 
Parliament will work the bellows for him. 

Scores of electric schemes will be pre- 
sented to Parliament, and the London Coun- 
ty Council has two enormous projects. _ 

Electricity to Supplant Steam. 

William Langdon, in his Presidential ad- 
dress at the Institution of Electrical En- 
gineers, forecasted the conversion of the 
trunk lines of railway in electrically

BRITISH SOLDIER SICK OF HIS JOB 
IN AFRICA. i 


Situation in the Transvaal Is Even More 
Discouraging than Generally Sup- 
~posed{Belléf Grows That England 
Will Never Succeed in Pacifying the 
Boers — Intervention by Germany 
Would Show the Way to Peace and 
Enable the Country to Save Its Face. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Nov. 23.—The situation in south 
Africa is now even more discouraging than 
is generally supposed. Returning after sev- 
eral weeks’ absence from London, I find 
numerous personal letters from all parts of 
south Africa, and all testifying to the ex- 
treme embarrassment of the military situa- 
tion. 

The crux of the whole matter is that Tom- 
my Atkins is sick of his job. More than 
two years of the most arduous campaign- 
ing, coupled with sad exhibitions of incom- 
petency by many of his favorite officers, have 
taken the heart out of the rank and file. 

The British soldier has great patience and 


demands intelligent leadership and some 
measure of success and progress towards the 
accomplishment of his given task. If these 
are lacking the time arrives finally when 
Tommy makes his feelings manifest by a 
species of passive revolt or supineness which 
is simply paralyzing. ‘ 


Secret of British Failure. 

This is the chief secret of British non- 
success in south Africa. The authorities are 
helpless, for it is impossible to substitute 
fresh troops, as would have been done in 
the case of a smaller campaign. It is imp 
sible also, apparently, to end the war by ne- 
gotiation., 

Hence it is that the Boer struggle threat- 
ens to become a permanent institution; and 
hence also, strange though it may seem, there 
are some shrewd observers in this country 
who would not be unwilling to see Kaiser 
Wiihelm so far yield to the popular clamor 
of his subjects as to undertake intervention. 


* Anxious for Intervention. 

What would be the natural result? Eng- 
land would be enabled to say that the empire 
was threatened by a great power and that 
therefore there would be no loss of prestige 
involved in settling the south African dis- 
pute on the easiest possible terms in order 
to mass all-her resources against a new 
enemy. 

There would then be more flying squadrons 
such as we saw in response to the Kaiser's 
famous Kruger telegram, and there would be 
nothing more but wind. In other words, Eng- 
land would ‘‘save her face”’ and escape from 
an exasperating dilemma if the German Em- 
peror would kindly “‘ intervene,’’ thus oblig- 
ing openly his own subjects and secretly the 
well-nigh distracted government of this 
country. 


Assailed from Two Sides. 


There are both amusement and pity in the 
emotions excited by the exasperating situa- 
tion in which the British government finds 
itself at the present moment. 

Ireland on one side sends a combined insult 
and challenge by electing to Pdrliament an 
officer from the forces of the enemy with 
whom this country Is still at war. 

Germany, on the other side, is assailing it 
with an outburst of national indignation and 
hatred such as in the not distant past would 
speedily have developed into a clash of arms. 
This government is 
and aggrieved by each demonstration. 

‘‘What have we done?” it is exclaiming 
throughout the mouths of all its friends, “ to 
deserve these attacks?” 

This naivette is so genuine and so blind 
that it is difficult at first to discuss it seri- 
ously. It proves, however, that Great Britain 
still fails utterly to realize the fact that pub- 
lic opinion in the outside world is over- 
whelmingly against her in her course in 
south Africa. 


Too Late to Change Policy. 


The events of the present week might serve 
to bring unwelcome truth home to the coun- 
try and cause an act of more honest and more 
humble national heartsearching than this 
country has indulged in for the last three

England is practically unanimously in favor 
of the continuation of the war. But this 
same England condemns in secret now, and 
later will condemn openly, the men who in- 
volved her in so disastrous and inglorious 
a conflict. 

These statements appear ,perhaps, paradox- 
ical, but they are entirely consistent. What 
other policy than that which it is now 
pursuing would it be practicable for the gov-~- 
ernment to adopt? None of the country’s 
critics at home or abroad has been able to 
suggest any which would be consistent with 
British honor and prestige. 

The truth is that the British government 
would be only too glad to bring the contest 
to a close on liberal terms, that is, liberal] 
in the direction of virtual home rule, 


Irish Goad from Galway. 

The Irish goad which Galway has stuck 
into the government's back has a somewhat 
serious signficance. It certainly is a dra- 
matic incident and a sublimely impudent 
one, but it is likely to have a great effect 
upon the Irish cause, It threatens to do no 
less than destroy the Untonist policy of kill- 
ing home rule with kindness.. The election 
of Colonel Lynch was possibly intended in 
its inception as a huge joke, but unques- 
tionably it has exasperated the English peo- 
ple as a whole. Perhaps this effect was de- 
liberately designed by the Nationalist: lead- 
ers who selected Lynch as a candidate. The 
natural result would he a revival of the 
hostile attitude towards Ireland in this coun- 
try, harsher governmental methods and 
measures, and, in a word, to render the 
home rule question acuter than ever. It 
has been evident for a long time that the 
Nationalist members of Parllament are anx- 
ious to revive interest in home rule both in 
England and America. If the election of 
Colonel Lynch was a means tothat end some 
of its effects may prove embarrassing to its 
promoters, 


AMERICAN SHOES DENOUNCED. 


British Manufacturers Declare Poor Ma- 
terial Endangers the Lives of All 
Who Wear Them. 


LONDON, Nov, 23.—The sale of American 
shoes here continues to increase merrily, the 
English manufacturers apparently confining 
their attempts to stem this commercial in- 
vasion by writing pathetic letters to the 
papers, in which they declare there will be 
empty chairs by the fireside if the English 
persist in buying American shoes. 

According to some of these letters, the 
article imported from the United States con- 
stitutes danger to lite and health, being said 
to be made of the cheapest possible leather, 
which is quite inadequate to keep dry the 
feet of the nation which does not wear rub- 
bers. 

This sort of thing appearing frequently in 


the London dailies has elicited an answer in’ 


today’s Chronicle from an American manu- 
facturer, who categorically denies the use 
of poor leather, and points out that the im- 
portation of American rubbers far exceeds 
the importation of shoes, obviously proving 
that even English made shoes require over- 
shoes to help keep out the wet. 


POPE’S CHOICE IS OPPQSED. 


Mgr. Falconio May Not Be Appointed as 
Envoy to Washington—Vetoed 
by Ledochowski.

Doumer, Governor of Indo- 
China, which are fixed upon 
a dictatorship. Doumer is 
convinced that the Parlia- 
ment in France has become & 
useless institution, and be- 
lieves its future role should 
be confined to dutifully obey- 
ing the ruling Cabinet, in 
turn directed by the Presi- 
dent of France. In Indo- 
China, Doumer has had prac- 
tically sovereign power, and 
he dreams of transplanting 
this freedom of action to 
Paris. Friends of Doumer in 
France openly speak of his 
dictatorship, and it is not 
’ unusual to hear them say: 
“ Well, next year, when Doumer ts Chief of 
State, such and such a thing will happen. 
But just how President Loubet and Premier 
Waldeck-Rousseau, the cleverest statesmen 
of the third republic, are to be disposed 
of is not yet decided upon. ‘ 

Extraordinary ‘concessions to the Nation- 
alists and Royalists have been made by 
Doumer, who assisted personally, with all 
his military household in full uniform, at 
the funeral of Prince Henri of Orleans in 
Luigon, and sent an effusive dispatch of 
condolence to the Duke of Chartres. More- 
over, in order to please certain deeply 
Catholic Generals, Doumer had chapels 
erected at Tonkin, where they could hear 
mass specially said for them. The odd 
point about this concession on the part of 
Doumer is that in France he was a fierce 
anti-clerical and a leader in the Masonie 


lodges. 

Not long ago the wives of several prom- 
inent officials, in calling upon Mme, Doumer, 
expressed regret that the Governor General 
would leave Indo-China to run for Parlia- 
ment. ‘* Never fear,’ replied Mme. Doumer. 


“M. Doumer will always keep a protect- 
ing hand upon Indo-China.” 


This speech 
is cited by Doumer’s opponents as an indica- 


_tion that the Doumer family imagines itself 
as already ruling France. 


With his boundless, unscrupulous ambi- 


tion, Doumer bids fair to give the repub- 
‘Iicans as much uneasiness as either Boulan- 


ger or Marchand, and in a way is more 


‘dangerous than either, having a better head 


for organization. 

In anticipation of his return and inorder to 
place him in a position where he can be 
useful to his father-in-law, Doumer has 
just had his son-in-law, M. Emery, named 
Sous-Prefect, having him exchange places 
with a French Sous-Prefect, who goes to 
Indo-China in his place. 

It is evident that Doumer can, if he chooses, 
have a place in the Cabinet after the elec- 
tions, but his ambitions are believed to be 
higher. 


HE circumstances of Doum- 
er's nomination as Goyv- 


ernor General of Indo-China 
are interesting. He was a 
prominent Radical leader, 
and had given the govern- 
ment a great deal of trouble 
with an income tax project. 
His influence in the elections 
was much dreaded by the 
Meline Cabinet, and Meline. 
the Premier, shrewdly of- 
fered him a good foreign post 
in order to get him out of the 
country. Meline’s Cabinet 
was, of course, an enemy to 
all Radicals, but, notwith- 
standing all this, Doumer 
forsook his friends, resigned 
his seat in Parliament, an 
accepted Meline’s offer. Some 
of the intransigeant Radicals, such as 
Lucipia, former President of the Paris City 
Council, Lucien, Victor Meunter, and others, 
have never forgiven Doumer’s “ treachery,”’ 
as they call it, and will oppose him in his 
plans, but the masses have forgotten the in- 
cident. 

This method of getting rid of a dangerous 
man has long been in vogue in Holland. 
There, indeed, whenever a Socialist shows 
signs of becoming troublesome he is named 
to some post of importance, the wise Dutch 
believing that nothing more quickly kills the 
germ of socialism than a taste of power. 
And it may be remarked that while Belgium 
is constantly in a state of upheaval with the 
Socialists, Holland rarely has any serious 
trouble with them. Mlillerand, the French 
Minister of Commerce, is another example 
of the calming effect upon socialism of gov- 
erning power, for not only has Millerand 
become the most conservative of men, but 
Jaures and his other Socialist friends have 
followed him in this change of sentiments.

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FOR SMALL PARKS. 

The West Side Park commission is pre- 
paring for the issue of the bends for $1,000,- 
000 authorized by the last Legislature for 
| small parks and pleasure 
srounds. This action is obviously and 
aarmingly premature. The time has not 


| yet arrived for the banking of the funds con- 


‘templated’ by this legislation. Instead the 
time is, and long has been, at hand for pre- 
liminary work which not only has not yet 
been done but the necessity of which the 
commission, by tkis hasty action, gives evi- 
dence of entirely failing to appreciate. 

At present all that has been accomplished 
toward working out a plan for small parks 
on the West Side has been done by the City 
Park Extension commission, and has been 
merely of a fragmentary character. No 
maps have been prepared, no accurate data 
have been worked out showing the dimen- 
sions and grade of possible sites, their loca- 
tion with reference to each other, to the gen- 
eral park and boulevard system, and to 
density of population. No careful study 
either of the whole subject or of any of its 
details has been made. Any present issue 
of bonds, therefore, by the West Side com- 
mission would foreshadow at least ill-con- 
sidered action. 

The fact, moreover, that in neither of the 
other two divisions of the city has this sub- 
ject been at all thoroughly treated as yet em- 
phasizes the propriety of placing the whole 
matter of locating small parks and play- 
grounds in Chicago.in the hands of one cen- 
tral committee, made up of representatives 
from the City Park Extension commission— 
which has almost solely represented this 
movement thus far—and from each of the 
other three park boards. Such a committee 
could and would treat the City of Chicago 
for this purpose not as three towns separated 
by a branching river but as one city—a result 
which will never be attained by the present 
boards acting in absolute independence of 
each other. Such a committee would also 
be in a superior position for associating with 
itself and putting to use proper expert coun- 
sel. 
The West Side Park commission should 
defer further steps for the issue of bonds, 
and a]! the park authorities of the city should 
‘colperate toward a’ comprehensive and 
proper design and policy for Chicago’s smal! 
parks and pleasure grounds. 


WHAT MANY WOULD LIKE TO SEE, 

There are a good many Republicans who, 
by inheritance or tradition, are in favor ofa 
low or moderate tariff, but yet who are 
afraid of disturbing existing prosperity by 
any attempted general revision of the tariff 
at the approaching session of Congress. 
These Republicans are in favor of a reduced 
tariff whenever the work of reduction can 
be accomplished with safety. They are op- 
posed to any interference with it if that in- 
terference shall mean a general overhauling 
of customs duties and consequent disturb- 
ance of industry—a panic, perhaps, or a long 
period of dullness, agocompanied by strikes 
and every other customary disagreeable in- 
cident of a depressed labor market. The 
man who sees that affairs are going on swim- 
mingly in‘nearly every industry is averse to 
making experiments. ‘ 
. Qn the other hand, nearly everybody ad- 


duties on steel and iron. It is generally 
agreed that these duties can safely be cut in 
two—that no existing industry will be 
harmed if it is done. The iron and steel men 
admit as much as this in private conversa- 
tion. Indeed, it is difficult to see how there 
could be any serious competition with their ' 
industries, except at a few seaboard points, 
if the iron and steel duties should be removed | 
entirely and immediately. So what many 
would like to see for one thing would be the 
‘réduction of these duties. 

Secondly, many would like to see a reduc- 
tion of the tariff on glass, which is, perhaps, 
double what it ought to be. Duties which 
average 66.36 per cent. ad valorem on win- 
dow glass and 73.48 per cent on plate glass 
‘seem to be out of all reason and proportion. 
It is true that there has just been a reduction 
in the price of glass, and the tendency is 
downward, but during the last three years. 
prices have been ridiculously high as com- 
pared with the prices of other materials used 
in the construction of buildings or for gen- 
eral industrial purposes. | 

The glass men have gone so far as to at- 
tempt to buy up the Belgian glass factories 
and establish a world-wide trust, so there 
might be no escape from their exactions and 
impositions. If Congress can deal with the 
glass men without disturbing other indus- 
tries it will be justified in cutting the glass 
duties exactly in two, or in abolishing alto- 
gether those on some grades of glass. The 
glass men apparently have not’ known when 
they had enough. They have shown a dispo- 
sition to be hoggish. They deserve prompt 
and speedy action on the part of Congress 
which would have the effect of confining 
them within reasonable bounds. 

The raw materials of the glass manufac- 
turers are cheap and abundant. If they 
have advanced at all im price there has been 
no such advance as to justify the extortion- 
ate prices demanded for the finished product. 
The skilled labor. employed in the glass 
works cannot be much better paid than it 
was a few years ago. The glass blowers 
have always been paid fabulously high 
wages. The common laborers are getting a 
little more than they did five years ago, but 
glass has more than doubled in price in that 
time. 

There are a good many people who would 
like to see a reduction of the duties on knit 
goods. The duties on these articles range 
from 33 cents a pound and 50 per cent ad 
valorem to 44 cents a pound and 60 per cent 
ad valorem. Last year the total ad valorem 
duty on some imported knit goods was 135.5 
per cent. The determination of the Ameri- 
can manufacturers of knit goods not to abate 
one iota of their excessive protection stands 
in the way of wider markets for other and 
more important American products, - 

The knit goods men and the cheap jewelry 
men are banded together to prevent the 
ratification of the reciprocity treaty with 
France.. It seems almost inconceivable, but 
it is said to be the fact that the cheap jewelry 
men of three New England States are pow- 
erful enough to prevent any reduction of the 
| French duties which now keep out of that 
country 80 many of the agricultural and 
manufactured products of the United States. 
The reciprocity treaty negotiations with 
France provided for the lowering of these 
duties and for the enlarging of our markets 
to the advantage of “American producers 
who are better entitled to aid and comfort 
than are the knit goods and cheap jewelry 
men. 

The duties on these articles should be re- 
duced when it can be done without disturb- 
ing more important and less selfish indus- 
tries.

It is largely 
public lethargy and incompetence which 
block social advance, and their representa- 
tives do not entitle themselves to toleration 
by escaping the grand jury or responding to 
pressure.

WHAT DEAN JUDSON -BEALLY SAID. 

There is printed in this morning’s Tr1BUNRB 
a letter from Dean Judson of the Chicago 
University. It sets forth what he said last 
week to the students of the senior class on 
the subject of the “ machine” in politics.

This observant German is altogether cor- 
rect in his diagnosis. The American ship- 
builders have made this progress, which ex- 
cites German admiration and awakens Ger- 
wan fears of American competition, by rely- 
ing on themselves and not depending on 
their government for aid. Their energies 
have not been sapped by subsidies. They 
huve been forced to exercise the highest 
degree of skill and ingenuity in order to suc- 
coed. 

Ten years ago the American shipbuilder 
began to get cheap iron and steel of do- 
mestic manufacture. They were prompt to 
utilize advantages they had not previously 
enjoyed. They are ready now to build good 
vessels cheaply and promptly for domestic 
und for foreign trade. They need no sub- 
sidy encouragement, directly or indirectly. 
The best service that can be rendered them 
is to refrain from efforts to make them pen- 
sioned dependents on the government. 

One of the speakers at the meeting of the 
shipbuilding society said that Germany could 
hid defiance to foreign competition—Ameri- 
can competition included—by perfecting the 
German shipyards and attracting to them, 
Ly the payment of~good wages, the most 
trained and skilled craftsmen. This is the 
policy which has built up the American 
shipyards. Adherence to that policy will 
pct them always in the van, while the Ger- 
mans will toil along in the rear. — 

The men who are most prominent in re- 
cent efforts to break into the national 
Treasury and deplete the surplus by subsidy 
legislation pretend that they have great love 
for the shipbuilderS and wish to assist them. 
They care nothing for the shipbuilders. 
They are working for themselves. It is for 
their own benefit, not for that of others, 
that they are seeking to raid the Treasury. 
It behooves the shipbuilders, therefore,- to 
dissociate themselves from these raiders, 
and continue to make money by keeping 
away from Washington and attending 
strictly to business. 


WHY NOT LEARN ENGLISH? 

Two Polish Catholic priests will sail for 
Rome next January on a mission which has 
for its object the appointment of American 
Bishops who shall understand Polish. This 
demand for Polish-speaking Bishops flows 
from two sources; first, the natural desire 
to have one’s ecclesiastical superior ac- 
quainted with one’s own language; and, sec- 
ond, the fact that in Chicago, Buffalo, and 
Philadelphia whole congregations of Polish 
Roman Catholics have withdrawn them- 
selves from the jurisdiction of their Bishops 
and have put themselves in a position some- 
what like that of the independent Old Cath- 
olics of Europe. It is hoped that if the Bish- 
ops know Polish they will be able to prevent 
schisms of this kind. 

It may be remarked, however, that if 
American Bishops were required to know all 
the languages spoken by the congregations in 


their dioceses they would have to be gentle- 


Archbishop -Féeban, for instance, were re- 


quested to acquaint himself with all the 
languages spoken in Chicago by Cathelics 


he wauld soon wish himself Bishop of the 


Tower of Babel, and Would need a double 
share of the Pentecostil “ gift of tongues.” 


The qualities of mind and spirit that a Bish- 
op must have ate great and various enough 


as it is without adding to them “ an abnor 
mal facility in Hnguistics:” 


This, however, is only a minor objection. 


If men can be found who would make good 
Bishops in other respects and who at the 
same time are conversant with all the lan- 
guages of Europe, there is no reason why 
they should not be appointed. But the 
sooner all foreign-born citizens learn te 
speak the predominant language the better. 
This is the position taken by Bishop O’Con- 
nor of Newark in reversing the policy of 
Bishop Wigger, who had favored the estab- 
lishment of congregations speaking different 
foreign languages. Everybody thinks Bish- 
op O’Connor should speak the language of 
the majority, and so assimilate himself with 
that majority as soon as possible. There is 
no Catholic Bishop in America who cannot 
speak English. Therefore if the Poles will 
learn to speak English they will not be able 
to say that their Bishops cannot talk with 
them. 3 


THE EFFECT OF SCHOOL PRIZES. 

There has been some talk of doing away 
with all medals, prizes, rewards, and other 
marks of distinction in the public schools 
of Chicago. The reason given for the change 
is that the present system has a bad effect 
both upon those who win and upon those 
who lose. The winners vaunt themselves 
and are puffed up; the losers feel that while 
they may have been born inferior they do 
not like to be compelled to achieve inferiori- 
ty or have inferiority thrust upon them. On 
the one side, then, there is pride and prig- 
gishness; on the other, sulkiness and jeal- 
ousy. ps 

Now, it may be admitted that these charges 
are baved upon actual conditions. No doubt 
emulation does lead to the headiness of suc- 
cess and to the chagrin of failure. But 
would our reformers banish emulation from 
the world? Does it not always have, in 
the competition of life as well as in the 
competition. of the schoolroom, the effects 
which they describe? And yet it is accept- 
ed as a universal law, and the evils which’ 
it brings with it are tolerated because of 
its otherwise beneficial results. There are 
few persons who can say that without the 
desire to be known to excel they would have 
been capable of rising to the height of their 
greatest efforts. With some rare charac- 
ters, of course, the consciousness of having 
done their best is'enough. With most per- 
sons this is not so. As Browning remarked, 
“The crowd must have emphatic warrant.” 
Men crave the badges of success as well as 
success itself. Such a feeling may be con- 
sideréd as low and ignoble, and perhaps it 
really is a rather disagreeable fact in human 
nature that the ambition to beat others out 
in something is so powerful, in fact so neces- 
sary, a motive. With all its disagreeabie- 
ness, however, the fact remains, and the 
struggle between great writers to win the 
ear of the public, between great statesmen 
to merit the support of their country, and be- 
tween great inventors to make and sell their 
goods has been of inestimable benefit to man- 
kind. 

It may be said, however, that there is no 
reason why childrei should be plunged into 
this warfare until it is absolutely necessary. 
But the benefits of emulatign are to be 
found in childhood as well as in maturity. 
Of course,’ an excess of emulation; like 
an excess of anything else, is harmful. If 
it is only the excess that the reformers wish 
to remove, well and good. But let the prin- 
ciple itself remain. Many‘a boy has been 
roused ‘to greater e 
of distinction, and few classes are com- 
posed so exclusively of sluggards as to make 
it impossible for the offer of a prize to pro- 
duce a contest. Used judiciously, the mo- 
tive will be found to accomplish a great 
deal of good. It is a motive that follows 
man from the cradle to the grave, and in 
any period of his life it can be turned to 
good account. Moreover, if the reformers 
must lay their hands on something, how 
about the present method of teaching the 
child not to spell? A little: attention to 
that subject will keep them out of mischief 
for a long time. 


ARE WE 80 SOON FORGOTTEN! 

The late Colonel Mapleson, impresario 
of her Majesty's opera, in the zenith of his 
fame lived in the purple. The whole sing- 
ing world was at his feet begging for 
favors. The whole fashionable world 
crowded his receptions. He furnished 90- 
casions which made the reputations of more 
than a score of artists and made them 
wealthy besides. He made the reputations 
of composers and the success of their works. 
No man in the great world of music was 
better known. None had greater influence 
or power. While generally insolvent him- 
self he commanded money ,to such an ex- 
tent that for more than a quarter century 


he was the leading impresario of the world.. 


He entertained regaily, spent money like 
water, and was an operatic autocrat.

It now issues its label to thirty- 
three manufacturers of women’s and chil- 
dren’s mustin underwear, including the 
largest producer in New England, the largest 
in New York State, and the largest in the 
West, Its thirty branches also, two of 
them beyond the Mississippi, are stimulating 
the demand for labeled goods in their re- 
spective localities, endeavoring to improve 
labor: conditions in local stores, and seek- 
ing to advance the standard of factory 
legislation and its enforcement. 

All these various efforts mark a distinct 
and widening movement on the part of shop- 
pers in the interest of their fellow-beings 
by whose labor they live.’ The moralized 
shopper is thus appreciably helping in the 
capacity of shopper to moralize industry.

The art supplement given with THE SUNDarY 
TRIBUNE today is a picture by Thomas Moran 
of a scene in Cataract Cafion, Arizona, a spot 
of idyllic beauty, suggesting the dream of an 
artist rather than a transcript of nature. It 


has in the lines of its composition and in the | 


character of the mountains, rocks, and |ux- 
urfant verdure something suggestive of the 
classic feeling associated with landscapes of 
Greece and Italy. 

People who have visited the country where 
this picture was painted have remarked an 
indefinable impression that their surround- 
ings are of great age and a feeling akin to 
that which led Napoleon to say to his sol- 
diers in his harangue before the battle of 
the Pyramids, ‘‘ Forty centuries look do 
upon you.” 

The artist has been impressed with this 
feeling and has given expression to it in 
his picture. The figure of a Havasupai In- 
dian woman bringing her earthen jar to fill 
it at the spring beneath the rocks in the 
ground is a quiet note which adds much to 
the romantic spirit of the picture, and coun- 
teracts to some extent the violence of the 


' riotous color effect in the distant mountains 


and the sky. It is a picture full of striking 
oppositions. Brilliant colors are placed in 
juxtaposition to somber ones, cool tones 
against warm ones, complementary colors 
side by side, and intricate detail is set against 
broad, simple masses. Even the lines of the 
trunks of the trees prominent in the fore- 
ground cross each other. The restful nook 
and the quiet pool contrast with rugged rocks 
and gnarled wind-blown trees. Evidently 
the picture was painted when the artist’s 
mind was not in a state of supine calm; but 
keenly alive to the varied manifestations of 
nature about him. 

This is the third work by Thomas Moran 
which has been reproduced in color for the 
art supplement to this paper, and its publi- 
cation was suggested by the immense pop- 
ularity of his ‘‘ Harbor at Venice” ane 
“ The Passing Storm.”’ 

The wide reputation of the venerable artist 
ard the fact that two blographical notices 
of him have been published in THe SUNDAY 
TRIBUNE render a third unnecessary.

Of the great and enduring benefit which the work of the.College of Az-

* there can be no doubt. But it will take no little time to bring this work to 


its fullest fruition because of the unpreparedness of students. The num- 
ber of students who want to take the work of the College of Agriculture 
is not small, but the number who can matriculate and pursue its work reg- 
ularly, and thus advantageously, is limited. And the number will continue 
to be limited until the farmers’ children of Illinois have legal rights to high 
school privileges. Enthusiastic advocates, an interested and sympathetic 
State, and capable teachers are laying adequate foundations for higher ag- 
ricultura? education in I)Hnois, but the largest measure of college usefulness 
to the people will not be reached until there is a State system of township 
high schools open to the sons and. daughtere of all the farmers of the State 
and capable of doing for them the work preparatory for the College of Ag- 
riculture. 
The College of Science has long been well recognized as of a high order 
of merit. Taking all the departments together, it has not expanded in num- 
bers as have the other Colleges. The scientific departments which have 
grown are those which are really working out problems of human interest. 
or those which are drilling into students the habits of careful thinking and 
exact doing, which must now become the foundation of any efficient med- 
ical practice, as well as of safe competition in many lines of industrial on- 
terprise.

Among a certain part of our population the opinion prevails that we 
could do all those things that Germany does if we would only adopt some 
of the German methods, including, among other things, the plan of strongly 


subsidizing our ocean transportation lines, Taken all in all, the subsidy 


plan is merely a protectionist remedy, a declaration of war against foreign 
ships, a war of capital. The government may make unprofitable enterprises 
profitable by paying dividends. out of the taxes paid by the entire popula- 
tion. If we are willing to put up the necessary money we may, at least for 
a time, injure the interests of the German ocean transportation lines by 
forcing them to lower their rates, or by compelling the German government 
to increase its rate of subsidy. We must not forget, however, that Ger 
many, although owing to Bismarck's nearsighted commercial policy, it @ 
a protectionist country and, although the ruling aristocratic classes favor 
the exclusion of American foodstuffs and a system of export bounties and 
subsidies, it is in a state of flourishing development, not owing to those 
laws, but in spite of them. Even if Germany at the present time should 
discard all those little tricks that have been used to foster the foreign trade, 
it would still exert a dominating influence over the rest of the world which 
would be more effective than the most complicated high tariff system. I 
merely have to point at the great mass of thoroughly trained workingmen, 
from the scientist making experiments in his laboratory to the miners in , 


England, Russia, and Afghanistan. 


fairs, however, will say that the situation is wholly free from anxiety. More- 
over, it is extremely interesting from other points of view than that concern- 
ed solely with a collision between England and Russia in Afghanistan, and

To cross the Atlantic is only a question of multi- 
plying these conditions. I believe it could be done with a smaller balloon 


_than that with which Zeppelin experimented on the Lake of Geneva. A 


powerful motor, giving several hundred horse-power,would be necessary, but 
big motors are lighter in proportion than small ones, and a suitable motor 
could doubtless b> made. 

For a long journey like that between Europe and America you would re- 
quire a powerful balloon, capable of resisting a certain amount of rough 
weather, and able to rise and fall easily, so that the aeronaut could seek 
his own currents. If you rise to a height of 5,000 yards from the ground 
you are almost certain to find currents going in any directivn you wish, and 
a skillful balloonist, once he had found the current he wanted, would sim- 
ply travel with it and utilize it to he:p him on his’ way. ; 

I would not attempt a transatlantic voyage with less than half a dozen 
men.

Germany considers 
the industrial and social condition of its lowest social classes as a matter 
of the highest importance, and its laws, although by no means radically 
communistic, contain many features which we Anglo-Saxons consider dan- 
gerous for the future state. The Germans are greatly shocked when they 
meet with pauperism and drunkenness as they have become chronic in Eng- 
land and which threaten to become so in America. Its military adminis- 
tration appears in a much milder light when it is contrasted with the con- 
ditions in England and America, where for the maintenance of vice and 
paupetism the people have to carry just as heavy a load of taxes as that 
required by Germany for the maintenance of : powerful army. 

In Germany the government corsiders every person who is not working 
as a threat to the community: There the government has every tramp ar- 
rested and submits him to an examination.’ The tramp may possibly say 
that he could find no work. In America that explanation would be con- 
sidered sufficient and the tramp would be allowed to continue his way steal- 
ing chickens and terrorizing the farmers’ wives along his route. In Ger-

LETTER ADDS TO ANGER. 


Government Unable to Suppress 
‘the Patriotic Denunciation 
of Recent Insult. 


ENGLAND HELD TO BLAME. 


BERLIN, Nov. 23.—Germany continues to 
wing with protests against the references 
which Mr. Chamberiain, the British Colonial 
Gecretary, made to the German army in his 
gpeech at Edinburg. Meetings are being 
heid every day and there is no sign of abate- 
ment of the agitation. 

The Pastors’ society of Glad Bach is cir- 
culating a protest, which already has re- 
ceived the signatures of 680 pastors. The 
Wiirtemberg Veterans’ society has issued a 
warning against attaching too great im- 
portance to one man’s utterance. 

The letter from Mr, Chamberlain’s secre- 
tary is pronounced here to be quite unsat- 
4isfactory for, as the papers note, Mr. Cham- 
berlain takes nothing back. The press gen- 
erally regards the letter as another insult 
and rejects the assumption that the anti- 
British movement is artificial. 


Government Efforts Are Vain. 
On this latter point the Cologne Volks 
Zeitung asserts that the movement is as 
spontaneous ae it is possible to imagine, add- 
ing that the government has tried by every 
gneans to suppress it, but has failed in the 
effort. 
Other papers describe the movement as 
ielng the most remarkable of its kind ever 
Liberal organs, like the 
fTageblatt and the Vossische Zeitung, try to 
prove thet the movement is directed exclu- 
sively against Mr. Chamberiain and not 
against Great Britain, but the Frankfurter 
Zeitung admits that German patriotic feeling 
has beeninflamed in an unmistakable manner 
against Great Britain. The paper asserts 
ghat it was unstatesmaniike on the part of 
(Mr. Chamberlain to give fresh fuel to this 
feeling, and says Mr. Chamberlain was not 
pwise in reasserting his error. 


Berlin Government Attacked. 

Nevertheless, the Frankfurter Zeitung ad- 
mits that part of the cause of this friction 
is to be found on German soil. It says the 
movement here expresses the German want 
of confidence in the management of Ger- 
many’s foreign policy, which is looked? upon 
as being lacking in steadiness and power, and 
as acting by fits and starts. 

The paper last quoted says that if the 
government hed rightly gauged the move- 
ment at the start it could have forestalied 
it by a timely utterance. Nevertheless, the 
paper concludes that too much noise has 
been made in Germany over the Chamber- 
lain matter. 

- Talk Relations with America. 

Secretary Hay'’s speech at the banquet 
of the New York Chamber of Commerce on 
Tuesday last has raised a lively discussion 
of German-American relations. The Kreuz 
Zeitung sees therein proof that Washington 


, does not intend to be liberal in drawing up 


commercial treaties with the European 
states, and that it is not willing to concede 
the same duties as other contracting states. 

The Kretiz Zeitung adds that, since Secre- 
tary Hay holds fast to the Dingley tariff, 
other countries can only answer with the 
imposition of similar duties. 


Roosevelt Believed a Friend. 

The assurances given by Dr. von Holileben, 
the German Ambassador at Washington, to 
President Roosevelt regarding the attitude 
of Emperor William and the German people 
‘towards the United States have been warmly 
received here. All the papers express the 
hope that there will be an improvement in 
the relations between-Germany and _ the 
United States through this clearing of the 
atmosphere. 

The Berliner Zeitung calls Dr. von Holle- 
ben’s assurances a disavowal of the Pan- 
Germans. 3 

The paper admits that the Pan*‘Germans 
edvocated foreign conquests in a manner 
which necessarily caused vexation abrpad. 
It shows from the Pan-German association's 
printed matter that the Pan-Germans want- 
ed to annex Chile, Argentina, south Brazil, 
the West Indian Islands, the Netherlands,

Only Hope for Expansion.

have revealed the existence in Germany of 
@ great trust called the ‘‘ Kartell,’’ which has 
been in existence about a year, and that it is 
chiefly owing to its agency that sugar has 
been forced down to its lowest point in the 
history of the industry, and that Germany 
today is enabled to dictate to the world the 
price of that commodity. 

The exact extent of the “ Kartell” was 

discovered, they say, only quite recently. 
The magnitude of its operations supplies the 
missing factors in the present alarming con- 
dition of the sugar market. 
The abolition of this organization will be 
oné of the chief objects of the nations other 
than Germany attending the forthcoming 
Brussels conference. Already British firms 
have entered into negotiations with leading 
American sugar interests, and tables are now 
being drawn up showing the transactions of 
the “ Kartell” with a view of submitting 
them to the authorities at Washington. 
The British government will be urged to em- 
power its representatives at the Brussels 
conference to threaten retaliatory counter- 
walling measures unless the “ Kartell” is 
droken up or at least modified. 


Bounty Provides the Profit. 

The latest figures available in London 
show that Germany now produces one-third 
of the world’s supply of beet sugar, of which 
it exports no less than 1,250,000 tons after 
completely supplying its own population. 
These exports, which are almost one-fifth 
of the world’s available supply, are sent 
out at a loss to German manufacturers, but 
thanks to the “ Kartell,” plus the bounty, 
they are able not only to make up for this, 
but to reap a handsome profit in addition 
to gaining absolute control of the sugar 
market. 


Puts Up Prices in Germany. 

The “ Kartell’’ is run secretly, but from 

confidential reports in London it is learned 
that it consists of an ironclad combination 
of almost all producers and refiners to keep 
up the price of sugar in Germany. This is 
done so successfully that German consumers 
today pay thrice as much for sugar as the 
Briton does for the same article imported 
from Germany. ! 
The members of the “ Kartell ’’ bind them- 
selves to buy from and sell to only those 
affiliated withthe combine. This has worked 
so satisfactorily that the “ Kartell” now 
includes practically every factor of the sugar 
interests in Germany, from the agricultural 
producer to the refiner. The latter agrees 
always to pay 12.75 marks per hindred- 
weight for the raw article, though natural 
conditions might ordinarily allow him to 
buy 3markscheaper. This, however, insures 
a@ permanently high price to the consumer. 


Trust Will Ruin Industry. 

The enormous profits consequent upon 
these methods are pooled in the “ kartell”’ 
and are divided upon an elaborate and in- 
genious scale and the surplus product is 
disposed of at a slight loss in other Euro- 
pean and American markets, though even 
this deficit is often made up by the bo 
that Germany provides. 

British sugar authorities are quoted as 
saying that the German “kartell” and 
bounty combined will within two years ruin 
the beet and cane industry in other coun-

An Ambitious Equestrian. 


Chicago, Nov. 20.—{Editor of The Tribune.]—I 
Was gratified to learn through your paper a few 
days ago that the South Park Commissioners again 
have under consideration the establishment of an 
equestrian path on Grand boulevard, either by 
narrowing the main driveway or by removing the 
trees from the grass plats to make room for the 


path. 

This is well as far as it goes; but the fact is that 
@ path on the boulevard will give only partial 
relief. There are many equestrians living north 
of Thirty-fifth street who are compeiled to use 
several miles of hard pavement before reaching the 
‘boulevard. 

Permit me to suggest, for the purpose of arousing 
interest in the question, that a path or paths should 
be provided on Michigan avenue and Thirty-third 
street to connect with the boulevard, or by Michi- 
gan avenue to the Fifty-fifth street boulevard. 

This could easily be done by setting back the 
curb on each side of Michigan avenue to the line 
of the sidewalk proper, and by removing the trees 
and grass plats.

Chicago, Nov. 21.—[{Editor of The Tribune. ]—Let 
me congratulate you on your editorial, ‘‘ A Mission 
to the Jew.’" You have laid your finger on a sore 
spot by pointing out that the success of a mission- 
ary depends entirely on his ‘* candor, love of truth, 
sincerity, observance of good faith, and keeping 
of promises.’’ For, while I can dispel your doubt 
as to the fact whether or not Protestant denomina- 
tions are sending missionaries to the Jews by 
assuring you that they do, I can also positively 
state—and every Rabbi in the United States will

In these days of rapid speed development 
among trotters the 2:30 stancard is ridicu- 
lously inadequate, since a performer of that 
speed would have not the slightest chance of 
winning at even the most obscure meeting. 
Long ago 2:20 should have been adopted as 
the trotting standard, and even 2:15 would 
not be out of the way in view of the im- 
provement that is constantly taking place 
in the breeding of light harness animals. 

The results of the trotting season that Is 
now at an end everywhere, except In Cali- 
fornia and the far South, have been grati- 
fying to those who believe speed comes from 
speed, and the “developed parents” idea 
gains adherents with each year. During 1901 
no less than eleven trotters entered the 2:10 
list, and it is horses of undoubted speed and 
stamina in which the public takes an in- 
terest. The eleven that thus distinguished 
themselves are: 7

This is certainly a good showing for de- 
veloped ancestry in the male line, as seven 
of the eleven new 2:10 trottere are by stal- 
lions whose records range from 2:08% to 


. 2:25%, and it should be remembered that the 


slowest of these sires is Onward, whose rec- 
ord was made years ago in the days of the 
high-wheel sulky, and George Hayes, who 
gave the son of George Wilkes his mark, 
tells me he could certainly have beaten 2:20 
if trained another season and fitted for a 
trip against the watch. At the top of the 
list of sires in the above table is Red Heart. 
His mark was also made to high wheels, and 
he was but three years old when it was taken. 
He is by Red Wilkes, a son of George Wilkes, 
that could easily have beaten 2:30, and 
George Wilkes was the champion stallion 
of his day with a record of 2:22, so that in 
the case of Chain Shot, the fastest new 2:10 
trotter of the year, there are three genera- 
tions of developed sires, in addition to which 
the dam of Red Heart was Sweetheart, the 
first 2-year-old trotter to beat 2:30, and she 
was by Sultan, 2:24; he, in turn, by astallion 
that could trot well for his day. It is pretty 
plain in the case of Chain Shot where the 
ability to trot in 2:06% comes from, and it is 
well to remember that this record was made 
in the third heat of a winning race and came 
right on top of a heat in 2:07, the horse fin- 
ishing ali alone and far tn front of a good 
field, of which Onward Silver was the best. 
The dam of Chain Shot was by Kentucky 
Wilkes, a colt trotter, that stepped to a 
record of 2:21\% to high wheels, in addition to 
which he was a game race horse, as the rec- 
ord shows.

For a good many years the Italians have 
been purchasers of American trotters, and 
they have had a considerable amount of 
success with the animals thus obtained, both 
in their own country and in France and 
Austria, where there is a lot of trotting every 
year.

In addition to be- 
ing a first-class race horse for what he could 
do the black son of Almont had wonderful 
prepotency as a sire, as shown by his son 
Atlantic King and others left in the United 
States, and it is safe to say that for his op- 
portunities no American stallion sired the 
speed from the nondescript mares of Italy 
that he did. Sig. Bally tells me the old 
horse is still alive, but knew little of what 
he had been doting lately. The tracks in 
Italy are hard, and for this reason unsuited 
to a good many horses that have performed 
well on the dirt courses of thiscountry. The 
trotter that did the best on them was old 
Spofford, a son of Kentucky Prince, that 
after a creditable career in the United States 
was sent to South America about the 
time that Prince Wilkes, another famous 
campaigner, went there. From South Amer- 
ica Spofford went to Italy, and seemed to 
thrive on the hard tracks, as he was for a 
time the champion of that section, and 
could hold his own with about any trotter 
in Europe.

A board walk will be built between 
the two rinks, so that spectators can go from 
end to end without walking on the ice. The 
ends of the rink will also have small piat- 
forms, on which spectators can stand. 

Electric lights will be used for lighting, 
and as the players will now be protected 
from the cold breezes of the lake, night games 
are expected to become popular. 

The uncovered part of the lot will as usual 
be flooded for skating.

SEAT GATING IN FATOR 


GERMAN GAME FINDS FOLLOWERS 
IN THIS COUNTRY. 


Most Intricate of Card Games, but Be 
ginner Becomes a Crank If He Mas- 
ters the Rudiments and Still Retains 
His Reason—Infinite Combinations 
Are Possible, So Pastime Never Be- 
comes Monotonous—General Ontline 
and Definition of Technical Terms. 


Perhaps there is no game of cards more 
complicated and difficult to learn than skat, 
the national game ofthe Germans. Certainly 
for admitting of infinite variations and sus- 
taining the players’ interest there is yet to 
be invented a game that ts its superior. 

To the lover of skat whist, euchre, and 
bridge seem mere childish pastimes, and 
bridge devotees will consider their passion 
for this favorite game mild indeed when 
compared with the tremendous enthusiasm 
shown by skat players. 

At the recent international congress in 
Berlin several thousand players dealt and 
bid all day long for five consecutive days, 
many of the players not even stopping to 
eat. 7 

So much deep thought and practice are re- 
quired to master this intricate and interest- 
ing game that to be known as a good player 
of tournees, solos, grands, and mullos sets 
one apart as something more than an ama- 
teur at cards. 

Skat is really not an old game—dating back 
less than a century ago—but it has become 
the national game of the Germans and the 
ruling game of the German-Americans, 
while in England its popularity is rapidly in- 
creasing. 

Notwithstanding the severe tax, on the 
brain in -warm weather, last summer saw 
skat being played at many of the seaside 
resorts near New York, and we may yet 
suffer from an epidemic which will make 
the recent bridge emthusiasm dwindle into 
insignificance. 

The charm of skat lies in the variety of 
games offered and an advantage it possesses 
over most other games is in bringing out 
the individuality of each player. 


Why Game Is Popular. 


Its popularity is principally due to the 
fact that a repetition of like conditions is 
almost impossible; it has been computed 
that 2,753 milliom millions of changes are 
possible in-skat and that if three players 
were to play incessantly day and night and 
consume only three minutes for each game 
it would take them 15,783 million years to ex- 
haust all the changes and combinations made 
possible by different conditions. 

If variety is the spice of life certainly the 
card lover need never lack diversion after 
he has learned to play skat. The favorite 
game of the German Emperor has its enthu- 
siasts at the Progress club, Arion, Lieder- 
kranz, and in fact at all of the leading Ger- 
man clubs in all cities. 

Mr. Ralph Trautmann, winner of the first 
prize in skat at the Liederkranz, says that 
he knows of many Americans who are be- 
coming greatly devoted to this fascinating, 
complicated game. 

The characteristics of skat appeal strongly 
to natures possessing energy, determination, 
and a love for solving problems that are by 
no means simple. 

Skat is played with a piquet pack—that is, 
thirty-two cards—a]l below the seven spot 
being discarded; only three persons can take 
active part in the game, though four, five, 
and even six may play.

ln grands, gux grand, solos, and tournees 
the same rotation, holds good, and the other 
cards .v.iow ‘the usual uerman rank—ace, 
ten spot, king, queen, nine, eight, and seven 
spots. 

The player must make at least sixty-one 
points to, win his game. In adding up the 
tricks, ace counts 11, ten spot 10, king 4, 
queen 3, and jack 2. The nine, eight, and 
seven have no counting value. This shows 
that the game consists of 120 points, and 
therefore 61 are necessary to win. 

The suits differ in. value in the different 
games, thus: In solo clubs count 12, spades 
11, hearts 10, diamonds 9. In tournee clubs 
count 8, spades 7, hearts 6, and diamonds 5. 
In grands the jacks only are trumps. and 
grand tournee counts 12, grand solo 18, and 
grand ouvert 24. 

In nullos there are no trumps and the 
unit values are: Nullo tournee 10, nullo solo 
23, nuilo ouvert 46, and the card rotation 
fs as follows: Ace, king, queen, jack, ten, 
nine, eight, and seven. 

Since the four jacks are always the highest 
trumps the trump suit contains eleven cards, 
and if clubs are trumps the cards rank thus: 
Jack of clubs, jack of spades, jack of hearts, 
jack of diamonds, ace, ten, king, queen, nine, 
eight, and seven of clubs. 

In each of the plain suits there are seven 
cards, ranking thus: Ace, ten, king, queen, 
nine, eight, and seven. 


Jack of Clubs Is Best Trump. 


The jack of clubs is always the best trump; 
and every trump card following the club 
jack in unbroken sequence is a matadore, if 
held in one player's hands. 

The sequence ts sometimes completed from 
ecards found in the skat. There must al- 
ways be a certain number of matadores, and 
the player who makes the trump plays with 
or without so many, according to the num- 
ber he holds in his hand. 

lf a player makes sixty-one points he has 
won his game, whatever that may have been; 
if he gets ninety-one points he wins a game 
called schneider, and if he takes every trick 
his game is schwartz. Literally translated, 
this is black, though it means he has white- 
washed the others. 

The game is worth one, schneider two, 
schneider announced three, schwartz four, 
and schwartz announced five. These values 
are multiplied according to the number of 
matadores. 

Skat is a game of points, not tricks, and 
the chief difficulty for the, beginner is to 
properly judge the value of his hand. On 
this value depends his bid for the various 
games, and at first his biding is confus- 
ing, for it ig not easy to tell at a glance 
which game can be played to the best ad- 
vantage. 

In tournee bids, except in grand tournee 
and nullo tournee, the skat is taken up and 
one of these two cards is turned up for 
trumps. 

When bidding for solo, the skat cards are 
left face down on the table until after the 
playing is finished. 

The player is privileged to change his 
game to one worth as much or more than 
the one originally intended, but he must play 
the game he announces. 


Bidder Makes the Game. 


The highest bidder makes the game. 

Any card may be led for the first trick, and 
players must follow suit when possible; if 
they cannot do this they may trump or dis- 
card, as they choose. 

If jacks are led in a grand, players must 
follow suit with jacks, for these are trumps. 

Skat consists of tournee, solo, grand, grand 
aolo, grand ouvert, grand tournee, nullo, and 
grand nullo ouvert. These various games are 
played as follows: 

Tournee—In this game the highest bidder turns 
ap one of the skat cards for trumps, then takes both 
cards, discarding two from his hand tfn place of 
the skat. If the trump card chances to be a mata- 
dore, he may, before looking at the other skat card, 
make his bid grand tournee. 

Solo—The trump in this game is made by the 
highest bidder from cards held in his hand, with- 
out any assistance from the skat. 

Grand—The four matadores are the trump cards 
in this game and the suits are equal. 

Grand Solo—Jacks are the only trumps in this 
game, as in grand, and it is played without the 
skat. Grand solo outbids any other solo of equal 
value. 

Grand Ouvert—In this the player turns his cards 
face up, and wins the game if he takes every trick. 
In all the grands the jacks are the only trumps. 

Nulio—The object in this game is not to take any 
tricks, even one making the bidder lose his game. 
There are no trumps and no skat cards in this 
variation. 


Small Wagers Are Made. 

“At the chubs and resorts a quarter or a 
half cent is considered a gentleman's game. 
Mr. Trautmann says that he has never 
known of skat being played at professional 
zambling places, perhaps because there isn’t 
enough in it. 

In many places where poker has been 
played in asmal!l way this thoroughly Ameri- 
can game is gradually giving way to the more 
intricate and absorbing one of skat.

Three. Divines Are Members of Local

some time ago, in the form ofa lamp, having 
a colored globe, inside of which burned a tiny 
wax candle in full simulation of a lamp. 

“In the last two years the number of ban- 
quets in Chicago have increased in a marked 
manner. The banquet as an institution in 
the furtherance of business is growing every 
year in popularity, and new organizations in 
professions and trades are adopting it as a 
means of meeting once a year. or oftener. 
In such a meeting, where there is good cheer 
and where neo one of the diners has the bur- 
den of responsibility as host, there is an ex- 
cellent atmosphere for combining business 
and pleasure. A banker may not negotiate 
n loan with another banker at such a spread, 
but if it isin the nature of business for him to 
seek such a loan a few days after a banquet 
he finds that the business of it is doubly easy 
and natural. To this extent dining has be- 
come something more than ‘an art in Chi- 
cago—it has become an element in business 
as well.” 

Dining as an Accomplishment 

Dining in company was one of the first of 
man's social accomplish Perhaps it 
Was never more popular‘ than in those in- 
artistic days when, with mugs of ale and 
cheeks bulging. with the roast beef of Old 
England, the Englishman’s forbears made 
wassail. That dining, in the course of years, 
has become something more than.a mere 
feeding is shown by its relegation to the 
evening hours. Six hundred years ago, 
among the Anglo-Saxons, people dined at 
9 o'clock in the morning... From 9 o’ciock 
the hour was set to 1 o’clock fn the after- 
noon. Gradually the hour has been extend- 
ed until now the hour of dining in the great 
centers of population is at the day’s end, 
when the leisure of an unbroken evening 
may follow the gustatory pleasures of the 
table. 

Everywhere the dinner table has become 
the nucleus of sociability. It is surprising 
to a man often.to see how little time is 
necessary for a non-social meal and how 
much time may be spent upon,a social one. 
The ordinary ‘‘ twenty minutes for dinner ”’ 
at a railroad station is quite time enough 
if a person makes quick time between train 
and table. . 


Time It Takes to Eat. 

*‘ Any man used to travel can make a com- 
fortable dinner in eighteen giinutes, allow- 
ing two minutes to get to and from the 
train,’’ said an old hotel man. ‘ Thousands 
of people rush into railway eating stations 
with a sense of haste pricking them, when 
really they have all the time they need. A 
man needs only to have his food in reach 
and to reach for it without delay to get all 
he wants to eat in twenty minutes, always 
providing that he has fair teeth and things 
are not purposely too hot to hold.” | 

With twenty minutes as a reasonable time 

for a meal, the fact that the average home 
dinner consumes an hour may be taken as 
an indication of the place of the dinner in 
sociology. And, as orchestras, speech- 
making, and decorations have become ‘fea- 
tures of dinners in public, just to that extent 
has dining become an institution, illustrat- 
ing the reply of an Englishman to a visitor 
from the continent that ‘the English din- 
ner, and not the trial by jury, has become 
the capital institution of this country.”

agents have now taken up other occupations 
and are trying-to lead better lives. It should 
be said, too, that many times the press 
agents knows better’ all the time, but-a 
manager who does not know better insists 


-on his sending to the papers fulsome boasts 


which no self-respecting paper would think 
of printing. Even then the will to lie is the 
manager’s and the skill to lie.is the press 
agent's. 


To begin with something simple, here fs 
case of plain lying: . 

unquestionably the most remarkable 
work both as a piece of literature and as a play 
that has been given to the world in this genera- 
tion, and it is more than probaebie that it will 
take its place among the classics. 

The play concerning. which this was writ- 
ten was remarkable chiefly for its unat- 
tractiveness, and it was an abject failure, 
as it deserved to be... Of course, the com- 
monest form of press agent lying is plain 
At the time-of the marriage 
of Miss Vanderbilt to the Duke of Marl- 


borough there was a play in town which 


haa a ballroom scene, and the press agent 
desired the papers to say that this scene 
cost as much as the Vanderbilt wedding. 
It was nobody’s business what the wed- 
ding cost, but it was variously estimated 
at from: $100,000 to $750,000. The produc- 


tion of the play in question, ballroom scene 


and all, may have been $30,000, and that is 
an expensive play. 
- Here is a truly touching bit: 

Signorina ——, the Spanish prima donna mezzo- 
soprano, who will sing at the —— next Sunday 
evening, is a remarkably beautiful woman. 
voice first attracted the attention of a Milan pro- 
fessor, who made its perfection the study of his 
life. When the Signorina fitted away from him 
to fame and fortune it is said that he siowly 
pined away. Yet he never breathed a word of love 
to her in his life. The gifted singer is said to 
keep his death mask among her mementos. She 
has a peculiarly haunting voice and a marked 
individuality. 

It may be remarked@ that the singer for 
whom the poor Milan préfessor thus pined 
away never had any fame or fortune, that 
she never was heard of before, never has 
been heard of since, and never ought to have 
been heard of atalil. The question suggests 
itself, if the professor made the perfection 
‘of her voice the study of his life, how old 
must she have been When he got through? 

Here wes a press agent with a turn for keen 
observation and philosophizing: 


It ts interesting to watch the audience in thea- 


ters where farces are being performed. For in- 
stance, take ‘“——— —." which is one of the fun-

niest’ pleces ever seen here. Every night a dif- 
ferent, audience will roar at precisely the same 
Mines, and usually the same lines will arouse ex- 
actly the same amount of laughter. This goes to 
show that the laws of humor are fixed, and that 
a farce to be successful must be as carefully and 
scientifically written as the best tragedy in blank 
verse. 

The joke of this was that the farce in 
question was one of the worst ever seen 
and closed in about two weeks, the man- 


| agers having lost whatever they put into it. 


° The following was sent to the paper for 
publication at a time when the busineas de- 
partment was trying in vain to collect a 
pill for advertising from the “‘colossal amuse 
ment concern 

It may be hard to believe, yet it is nevertheless 
true, that it requires an all round manageriat 
training to successfully conduct @ large vaude- 
ville entertainment enterprise. The large and 
varied managerial experiences of —— —- have 
been actively utilized in his management of the 
—— this summer. His direction of this colossal 
amusement concern has been highly successful, 
and he has jaunched this latest and largest of 
entertainment enterprises on the high wave of 
public popularity. 


~ One of the tricks of the trade is an appeal 
to the love of mystery. The press agent 
wishes the newspaper to convey to fts read- 
ers that it is using supaphuman efforts to 
find out what the coming play is about, but 
in vein. For example: 

There is to be a new melodramatic sensation 
produced at the —— Theater tomorrow night, The 


management are keeping quiet about it, but it is 
understood that it is a corker. 
The press agent who sent this for publica- 


tion on the same day sent no less than five 
long accounts of the sensation mentioned. 
That was his notion of ‘keeping quiet 
about it.” But here was one who did not 
hesitate to describe his sensation. The name 
of the play is too good to suppress: 

A new departure is announced to be made by 
—— & -~— In their forthcoming production of a 
sesational play, entitled Strangled on Sunday,” 


“They have just purchased the well-known Brown 


Gelding Manassa Boy. In “ Strangled on Sun- 
day’ it is proposed to have this horse make 4 
dive of thirty-five feet into a big tank of water. 
The action of the play requires him to walk up 4 
winding roadway at the rear of the stage to @ 
platform attached to the fly gallery; a biind girl 
is then strapped to the horse's back, and the horse 
compelled to dive headlong frem the dizzy height 
of the fly gallery into a tank of water on a level 
with the stage. 

As far as the present writer can remember 
this scene was never produced. 


Now and then the press agent is stricken 
with a fit of modesty. Like this: 

The production of “* ——" will exceed in splen- 
dor anything of the kind ever seen fn this city. It 
will employ the services of nearly 100 people, in- 
cluding a cast of the ablest and most popular 
performers in their respective lines. It will have 
an especially painted scenic environment, and its 
costumes will be begutiful, rich, and costly. It 
is not the purpose of Mr. —— to make any claims 
in advance for his new piece. 

This man, mark you, is not making any 


claims in advance. Now and then a press 
agent will send along something with a 
curious twist which seems due not so much 
to wickedness as to mistake or ignorance. 
For instance, this account of a music pa- 
Vilion in a summer garden was written by a 
German: i 


One of the main advantages of the house is its 
construction. It is so built that no matter what 
the weather may be the house will positively open 
tomorrow night. . 

You can see what he meant. He was merely 
a little bothered about saying it. 


->- 

And here is a case in which a press agent, 
who ought to have known better, gave way 
to the temptation to use words which he 
did not understand. This notice was sent to 
the Tribune all the way from Boston: 

The Opera company, now in its third cen- 
tury of performance, will add a new opera to its 
répertoire next week. 

Of course he did not mean that the com- 
pany had been at it for 200 years; he only 
meant that it was going through its third 
hundred performances. 


Here is a New York example, to show that 
such things do not all happen in Boston. 


lt is from a notice of a dancer whose per- — 


formances were in questionable taste: 

The Parkhurst society have seen some of her 
pictures and posters, and have made an attempt to 
keep her from going on the stage; but Mr. ——‘s 
lawyers showed them the frugality of such an at- 
tempt. 


After all, these things are harmiess enoug?t 
when one has learned to read and understand 
them, though, of course, the paper does not 
print them. 


But there is a kind of press agent le which 
is really wrong—very wrong. There was 4 
certain performer of. excellence and distinc- 
tion, and he died His nephew tried to take 
up his performance where he had left it. 
Soon afterward a circular appeared in his in- 
terest, which contained this alleged quota- 
tion from the Tribune: “—— has the euse, 
the smoothness, the celerity, the charm, tha 
finish, in short the mastery of his art that his 
uncle had.” What the Tribune had realip 
said was: “—— has by no means yet at- 
tained the ease, the smoothness,” etc. The 
quotation was correct except for the trifling ~ 
omission of the words “by no meane yet 
attained.” 


And here is a closing example of presé 
agent cheek. A certain play was produced 
and the reviewer sent to see it by the Tribune 
did not like it. He said so in the paper, clear- 
ly and roundly. The press agent sent the

‘deserves every dollar that its annual benéfits 
realize. They are one of its principal sources 
of Fevenue, one being given in every large 
city. 

No profession needs a comprehensive and 
ably wieldéd charity more than that of the 
Stage. The actor depends absolutely upon 


~ the caprice of the public to sustain him in 


favor with his manager. One season he 
Tay be the rage and in a few more forgotten 
and in want. The acting temperament does 
not inculcate thrift, and the player who saves 
in the time of plenty is an exception to the 
rule. With minor performers chance is near- 
ly always hard. The expenses are heavy and 
the salaries are small. When trouble or.old 
age comes few of them are prepared for it.

‘Victims of the Folding Bed. 

Time was when the folding bed always 
was known to be loaded. In late years it has 
had few victims, but Dr. J. F. Marclay of 
Buffalo, President of the International Fur- 
nace company, was found dead in one of 
them the other morning with his neck 
broken. 

In South Chicago the other day the axle 
of a baby carriage suddenly broke while 
Mrs. Mary Moran of 8852 Buffalo avenue was 
out wheeling her 11-months-old boy. The 
collapse was so sudden that the mother 
could not save the child, which was thrown 
-to the pavement, fracturing its skull.. Or- 
dinarily, such an accident scarcely would 
make a healthy baby cry.

With the icaond that he probably would 
have to pay for the glass, Gregg went on into 
the postoffice, looked into the company’s 
box, and then, feeling a stinging sensation 
in his hands, he went into a drug store for 
some court plaster. There he fainted, and 
when a surgeon was hurried in he found 
that two arteries in Gregg’s hands had been 
cut, and it was necessary to take nine 
stitches in one hand and six in the other be- 
fore the flow could be stopped. 


Poison Instead of Medicine. 

A dose of medicine given in a dark room 
killed little Milton Begler of 825 North Clin- 
ton street, Baltimore. Instead of the medi- 
cine’s being a dose designed to relieve a cold, 
it was laudanum, which the mother had used 
a few days before in easing neuralgic pains. 
Simply ._placing her hand one inch to the 
right of the correct spot on the shelf cost the 
life of the little one, who fell asleep never to 
wake, 

In these last few days, however, no other 
class of accidents has compared in fatalities 
to the accidents in the hunting flelds of the 
north woods. Scores of men have been killed 
and injured while deer hunting in the north 
woods, many of the wounded victims being 
too far from the person who fired the shot 
even to hear the report of the gun. Many of 
these accidents are due to the use of high ex- 
plosive powders and jacketed bullets. Some 
of the bullets fired from a modern rifle have 
an initial velocity of 5,000 feet a second and 
will go through the body of a man three miles 
away. Many of these missiles are scarcely 
larger in diameter than a slate pencil and 
less than half an inch long, yet the turn of a 
twig may send one of them through the heart 
of a man rather than into the heart of an oak 
erelm. It is the old law of chance, hinging 
upon the slightest circumstance, which de- 
clares that if a thousand men go into a wood- 
ed county for a thousand consecutive years 
to hunt, just about so many each year would 
be carried out dead or wounded. In every 
case the merest chance sends death to the 
hunter, but in a certain number of hunters 
these mere chances develop into certainties. 

* You may figure it through the whole range 
of accidents,’ said a Chicago fatalist. ‘‘ You 
either ‘ get it,’ as the soldier puts it, or you 
don’t get it; and you couldn't explain why 
in a million years. It’s like a fellow I knew 
when I wasa boy: He fell eighty feet out of 
a pecan tree once and wasn’t even bruised;

STRANGE APE-LIKE MEN IN VIRGINIA 


"RACES of a strange apelike prehistoric 
race have been discovered by the 


Smithsonian Institution in a 


large 
collection of human remains found in 
a cave in Scott County, Va. 
The bones remained in the storeroom of 
fhe institution for several weeks, and when 


Sremoved within the iast several days, for 


“tamination, Professor Thomas Wileon 
Made a singular discovery. 

That portion of the humerus, or arm bone. 
"at the point where it joins the radius and 
Ulpa (the bones of the forearm) at the elbow, 
sa-called the “ process,” and in the 


apes and monkeys this olecrgnon process is 
perforated by a large hole. The perforatcd 
olecranon is gbsent in tks: skeletons of 
Europeans and civilized peoples, and is 
found only occasionally in the skeletons of 
Hottentots, bushman, Australian 
and other races low in the scale of intelli- 
gence. The perforated olecranon is, more- 
over, somewhat rare in the skeletons of the 
North American Indians, but. when Dr. 
Wilson took up this collection for examina- 
tion, he found that twenty out of the thirty 
humeri, or arm bones, were perterated by 
large holes at the olecranom. 


This was not all. The tibia, or rather the 
larger of the two bones of the leg, between 
the knee and ankle, is, as a general thing, 
round in the skeletons of human beings. In 
the apes it is flat and bladelike, and among 
the lower Australian tribes such “ platyc- 
nemic tibias’’ frequently occur. Among the 
twenty-eight tibias in this lot of bones from 
the Virginia cavern Professor Wlison found 
all were platyenemic,” or flattened, so 
that whoever they were the prehistoric peo- 
ple of the Virginia caves were low in intelll-

Some Shipments Received in Bad Order

Era Brtrevagance Here. 


All these are only indexes to the era of ex- 
travagance that has come upon the world. 


_ At the present time jewelry seems to be the 


chief form of this extravagance abroad, and 
with both men and women it is remarked that 
the people of the United States are falling 


i into the British and continental excesses of 
adornment. 


Time was in London, and not so long ago, 
when no woman of position thought for a 


‘moment of wearing more than the simplest 


ornaments in daytime. Diamonds and furs 
were a vulgarity. American women in Lon- 
don most frequently were criticised for wear- 


ing small diamond earrings in the street. 


Today the smart London woman is covered 
with jewelry. Whether it be at shoppings, 
luncheons; rage meetings, or any of the 
ordinary assemblages of women in public, the 
London woman is ablaze with go and 
jewels. Even simple blouses are decorated 
with a handful of brooches, bonnet pins are 
jeweled, and half a dozen chains may be 
worn, covered with jeweled bangles. 

Only the other day a London correspondent 
described the dress of a London dame ata 
mere luncheon, devoid of ostentatiousness. 
She had six rows of pearls around her neck. 
Then she wore a long chain of diamonds, 
clear set in silver. She had diamond and 
ruby buckles at her waist, back and front, 
and a jeweled putse and jeweled bonbon: box

There were some men who liked 
jeweled eword hilts, and other pretty trifies, 
but in the main they foreswore effeminate 
fripperies. Now, according to the story of a 
jeweler in Maiden lane, New York, he has a 
‘class of men customers who are much harder 
to please than are women. 

A short time ago this jeweler had an order 
for a complete set of trousers buttons, to be 
made of gold and ornamented with opals 
and enamel. It was explained at the time 
that the order was only an experiment, but 
the buttons were made, delivered, and paid 
for. Evidently the experiment was a suc- 
cess, for the same jeweler has had orders 
for eight other sets exactly like the first, 
only that a gold hook was ordered for each 
of the trouser bands. This jeweler is one 
of the most skillful‘ makers of trinkets in 
the East, and he says that invariably thefe 
orders from men specify that there shall be 
no duplication of articles ordered. 


Men Becoming Effeminate. 


This jeweler said of the New York craze: 

“There is no doubt that the custom of 
wearing jewelry of a kind that was once con- 
sidered exclusively feminine is spreading 
among men. The custom began abroad—at 
least I notice that most of the patterns which 
afte brought to me were made in Paris, 
Vienna, St. Petersburg, or London. There 
was a time when we thought that the man

fullness in place. . 

Welvet gowns are constantly growing in 


- favor, especially 4s dinner toilettes, and are 
trimmed with exceedingly gay embroidered. 


materials in Oriental color and designs. 
Puffs of the embroidered material are being 
cleverly introduced In the sleeves and even 
the skirt. All kinds of showy buckles, bui- 
tons, clasps, ceintures, and collars are used 
on velvet with success, and set off the otlrer- 
wise somberness of the gown. White panne 
richly embroidered, or spangled, or incrusted 
with heavy lace, ts also a charming trimmirg 
for velvet costumes and forms a strik-ng 
combination. Jade butions and other bui- 
tons of precious stones are the correct but- 
ton for velvet gowns and in keeping with the 
richness of the material. Real lace jabots 
are usually added upon such gowns which are 
the most successful dinner dresses of the sea- 
son. 

As homespuns are still toremost in favor 
for street wear, the one I am about to de- 
scribe will perhaps be a hint for their confec- 
tion. The costume in question was of “ go- 
bea’ homespun, the skirt cut round in the 
new fashion, the front plaited in groups of 
three narrow plaits, stitched tightly until 
nearly reaching the bottom, where they were 
allowed to flare. Between each group of 
plaits was a black strap, stitched in white 
silk. The corsage was plaited in a fashion tor- 
respondihg with the skirt, and the straps of 
black were put on like “ bretelles."" The belt 
was formed of three separate black straps 
which met each other in a point at the waist, 
back and front. The fastening was,an an- 
tique buckle. 

There has been an open question in agita- 
tion as to whether the fex, mink, sable, and 
other fur boas would be worn around the neck 
as much as heretofore. For the present, yes. 
Indeed, I have seen more of such neck adorn- 
ment than ever. The boas for this season 
are fuller and have more tails dangling from 
them, but are as numerous as ever. The 
combination of tulle, mousseline de sole, and 


other light materials with fur'is much seen 
on the newest beas. Some of the latter have 
tulle ruffies, edged with fur; others have lace 
or tulle ruffles edging the fur. The whole is 
rather pretty when the combination is well 
done. Bands of fur may thus be ttilised to 
renovate summer neckwéear. 

The cape-like boas—short and full is ane of 
the newest forms—sometimes with tails 
dangling down the front, in other models with 
long stoles in lace and ribbons falling to the 
ground. The stole effect is much sought 
after, and fs possibly the most serious mod- 
ification in the form of light wraps for the 
neck and shoulders. 

_ For the consolation of women of moderate 
‘Means I am glad to say that imitation furs 
are not only admissible but the fashion in 
Paris. Some of the finest dressmaking ¢s- 
tablishments In Paris have imitation fur 
coats as high priced as $200 and $200. The 
cut and the trimming are of course quite 
superior, but nothing prevents the woman 
in ordinary circumstances from wearing an 
imitation fur of any kind, previded i is 
smartiy made up and well done in its way. 
ft is the same in modern jewelry, Fashion- 
able women mingle the real and the tmita- 


tien ih a delightfully inconséquent fashiom” 


The effect is sought and less attention is paid 
to the’ quality of materials and ornaments 
than ever before. 

Antique ceintures in wrought silver and 
gold are a necessary adjunet for all what 
are known as “little gowns’ or toilets for 
informal receptions, the theater and the un- 
ceremonious dinners. Rare Egyptian, Roman, 
Grecian, Chinese, and Indian belts aresought 
for with energy and pretty women dispute 
over the rarest of the specimens of old gold 

‘and silyer work brought to Paris. The mod- 

ern art belt is also much in favor, but when 
possible gives place to one of more ancient 
date. The Russian belt of irrégular pearis 
and roughly cut gold are also in vogue and 
are exceedingly smart with the dress-suit 
coats, The latter are now made entirely in 
jet and gleam like a polished armor, The only 
soft effect about such coats are in the 
sleeves, usually of talle or Chantilly lace. Ip 
the back two brilliant buttons in sparklihg 
stones set off the coat-tail effect, while the 
gold and pear! belt in front gives a chic to the 
whole. Such waists alone cost nearly $200, 
but they can be worn with light or dark lace 
skirts and will last several seasons the great 
autocrats predict, as a consolation for the 
woman who finds the price too high. One jet 
dress of this description had a Chantilly lacé 
skirt, the design of which was outlined with 
jet and was made up over a satin foundation, 
covered with mousseline de soie, with tiny 
ruffles around the bottom. 
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ONDON, Nov. 15.—So far as 
one can judge from the newest 
models there is danger that 
gowns will be overtrimmed 
this winter. Seme of the lat- 
est costumes sent out by lead- 
ing establishmientg are fussy 
and elaborate to a degree. 
The abundance of detall is 
alarming, revers, chemisettes, waistcoats with 
inner vests, collars of all Kinds, small and 
large, single, double, and tripe.

bon. Shaped velvet flounces are heavy, but . 
and such js the latest fashionable fad, this 


they give an air of richness to the simplest 
cloth frock; a gown with stich a flounce, 
while the bodice has @ collar and waistcoat 
of velvet, is at once handsome and simple. 

There te a profusion of tiny buttons: they 
are much used as a trimming, fn single and 
double rews, or In clusters, as may be pre- 
ferred, besides their employment on the 
pattes or small straps which appear every- 
where. 

Wide velvet galloons are waved on either 
side, with a network of chenille or silk be- 
tween. “Coats and bolerés are profusely 
mitered and scalloped or tabbed. Sometimes 
the cioth of which thé garment is made is cut 
so as to form single or double loops. There 
is dn especial leaning towards coat-talls 
formed of loops at the back, thrée loops or 
five, according to thé width of the strap 
which forms the loop. , 

The dress materiats most admired are 
siiky and furry, gliinting with long silvery 
white camel's hair. They are seen through 
a sore of vell, giving a misty effect, supple 
and soft to the touch; We have @ passion 
for blurred effects. As for styles, thete is 
wide chotee; in one Regent street shop yes- 
terday I counted the Louis XV.. the Louls 
XVL, the Louis XIIL., the first empire, and a 
costume which was a reproduction of the 
mode of 1890. Besides these, anything and 
everything else picturesque and becoming 
finds favor. Thus the slashings and puffings 
used in the days of Francis I. are found on 
many of the new bodices, and a ruche around 
the neck completes the resemblance. I have 


seen black velvet bedice slasheé@ #ith white 
which was an exact copy of these geen in the 
pictures of Mary Stuart. The court-shaped 
and pointed evening bedices with stiff little 
graduated bows of velvet are more on the 
order of Louts XV. | 


A comparatively simple taflor-made cos-_ 


tume is of nut-brown cloth with bell sleevea, 
lined with silk tn « lighter shade of brown. 


The bodice buttons transversely from left 


to right, with large velvet buttens and em- 
broidered buttonholes. Four jeweled chains 
with pendants ere draped atross the bust, 
each chain with ene end fastened to a but- 
ton and the other joined to the rest, under 
a quaint ornament to match placed high on 
the bust near the shoulder.

ACTERIAL DIAGNOSES 


‘UST now the Chicago Health department 
is preparing to go on an extensive hunt 
for microbes in Chicago. Ways and 
means have not been perfected, but Dr. 
Adolph Gehrmann, bacteriologist of the 

department, is likely to make a moré ex- 
tended search for these little enemies of 
mankind than ever before has been made in 
the city. The last search for microbes in 
the city was in 1892, when 3,000 microbes to 
the cubic foot were found in the old govern- 
ment building and 4500 in the City Hall. 
This time the search largely will be made in 
open-air sections of Chicago. Details as to 
how to make these researches most thor- 
ough and effective alone delay the work. 
~ In general, halfof the deaths in the human 
“Emily are known to be caused by micro- 
Mopic organisms. Just how many other 
“deaths may be traced to the same germ 
source is not known. They may be many, 
however. Almost every day new portions of 
the body are found to be'infested with the 
tubercle bacilli, and that this germ, so long 
known, has habitats undreamed of a few 
years ago indicates the possibilities of 
growth in the whole theory of germs. 
“The germs of all disease, broadly, are low 
animal or vegetable organisms. They may 
be cultivated by artificial means, just as 
+plants are grownfrom seeds. As to the num- 
ber of these germs, it is a problem, but for 
the most: part the several hundred germs 
listed are Innocudus. Those of pathological 
significance are pretty well determined; 
many of the others, so far as known; are 
harmless.

- @omfortable surroundings, they pine away, 
refuse nourishment and die.

Oddly enough, few germs are found in the 
stomach. An uncertain number—perhaps 
fifty or more—occupy the alimentary canal 
and digestive apparatus of the individual. 
The skin at all times is the haven of microbes 
of all kinds. While the mucous membranes 
are most always harboring germs, there are 
fewest in the eye for the reason that it is 
washed with the salt tear secretions. AH 
through the air passages are disease germs, 
depending upon the = vironment and expos- 


fluenza, pneumonia, and even tuberculosis, 
are found in the throat and bronchial tubes. 
The liver and kidneys harbor germs of tu-

Furumculosis, or boils, is the effect of 

‘germs, and the seat of these are most com- 

monly about the neck. 
The germ of erysipelas may be foundin the 
side of the face and neck. 
The germ of alopecia, or baldness, finds 
lodgment.in the scalp. 

‘That the air everywhere is swarming with 
these minute vegetable organisms, that the 
body is infestea with them, and yet that 
thousands of people die every year from oid 
age are seeming anomalies. But two things 
are against the microbe that ventures into 
the human system.. 

_In the first place, being so largely vegetable 

‘life, they must find figurative soll. They 
avoid tissues where active changes ate.tak- .. 
ing place, seeking quiet spots where they 

may take root. For this reason, the tubercle 

- bacillus most frequently finds lodgment in 
the upper lobe of the lung. This portion is 


WHERE MICROBES 
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‘For the worst enemy‘of the microbe in the 
machinery of the system is the white cor- 
puscle in the blood. To be certain of taking 
hold in the system, the microbe must get 
somewhere that the white corpuscle cannot 
go. Thus in some sac containing abnormal 
secretions from the blood and tissues, the 
micro-organism* finds lodgment and -food, 
while the white ¢corpuscle, in the same sur- 
rounding, dies. 

The one condition nature which no 
microbe can stand is sunlight. With some of 
them minutes will suffice to kill; with others 
days. are necessary; but sooner or later all 
the known organisms fall victims to sun- 
shine. ‘ 

In almost any clubroom or similar room 
where there are rugs and tapestries from 150 
to 260 microbes in one minute will fall ona 


‘and generally is most susceptible to the 
Even there, however, the microbe 
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square inch of exposed gelatine. Experi-. 
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ments have proved that such rooms as have 
waxed floors and no tapestries are freer of 
microbes by half than the carpeted rooms. 
In the experiments in the old Chicago Post- 
office, in the rooms where the mail bags were 
assembled, the number of microbes settling 
to the square inch was in the hundreds. 

There is one microbe of the great family 
of microbes who is a dipsonraniac. By name 
it is the mycoderma aceti, and ff it can get at 
a vat of wine it will turn the finest vintago 
to vinegar in a few hours. It is a connois- 
seur, too, as it will not enter any wine that 
has more than 10 per cent of alcoholinit. In 
the human stomach this microbé makes no 
disturbance whatever, even when drunk. 

As to microbes and diseases, as cause and 
effect, there are some further possibilities 
for the microscopist. -It is not known if 
that most dread disease, cancer, is of microbe 
origin. The microbe of rheumatism has not 
been discovered, providing there is one. No- 
body has isolated the possible germ of hydro- 
phobia. But the field is open.
